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Russian Locals. 
FROM THE MONTHLY EDITION, 


Of all branches of our favorite pastime, the study of locals is 
is probably the most facinating to the true philatelist, and although 
we scarcely hope to be able to throw a full light on the impenetra- 
ble darkness and mystery that surrounds the locals issued by 
Russia, still we have the satisfaction of embodying in the present 
article all the information that has up to this time been obtained 
together with some interesting items new to American readers. 

Tt is not our intention in the present article to describe Finland 
and Polish stamps, although they probably ought to be included 
as Finland and Poland are parts of the Russian Empire. 

The first local stamp discovered was the oblong, Livonia, which 
was known in Europe, in 1861, although at that time it was not 
believed to be genuine, in fact the Livonia stamps have experienced 
a very checquered history, first discredited, then authoritively pro- 
nounced genuine and placed in the various lists, then expunged, 
and again inserted; but now they are generally believed to be au- 
thentic, and for eight years were the only representatives of 
Russian Locals in our albums. 

Livonta.—These are of three distinct designs. The first issue 
made its appearance about 1860, it is but very little known, and 
is exceedingly scarce. The design consists of heraldic rose, in 
circle composed of two thin lines ; this is surrounded by WENDEN’ 
sche KREIS BRIEF PosT, this is enclosed by a circle composed of 
three lines, two thin, with one thick between. Color, pale blue 
on white. In 1861, this was replaced(?) by two stamps of very 
simple device, one intended for letters, the other for packets. The 
design consists of a fine groundwork printed in rose, inscribed 
BRIEFMARKE DES WENDEN schen KREJSEs in black letters. The 
second isthe same design inscribed PACKENMARKE DES WENDEN- 
schen KREISES black on green groundwork. 

Next year, 1863, two more stamps make their appearance, and 
are a great improvement over the last one. The design consists 
of imitation engine-turned work, with a large green oval in 
centre, devoid of any design. The stamp is inscribed BRIEFMAR- 
KEN in astraight line at top, and WENDEN-SCHEN KREISES in a half 
circle below the oval. Color, rose and green. 

In the latter part of the year, the local post-office obtained per- 
mission of the Russian government to place the arms of the 
district on their stamps, accordingly, shortly after we find a white 
griffiin on the green oval in the centre of the stamp. 

The inhabitants of Livonia or Wenden, mostly speaking Ger- 
man, the inscription on the stamps are in that language, which 
signifies, postage stamp for the district of Wenden. 
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All these stamps with the exception of the first are easily ob- 
tained uncancelled ; but genuine used copies are quite scarce, they 
are usually obliterated by penmarks; but the peculiar black 
shining ink used would most likely betray any that had been 
cancelled to sell.

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Past and Present. 


Historical facts are useful for 
one purpose only, and that is for 
comparison with present exigen- 
ces. In reviewing the past his- 
tory of our science, we have 
noticed one fact which has in- 
sured us success in all our un- 
dertakings ; this valuable fact 
that appears to have been un- 
heeded by the great body of 
philatelists, may be briefly sta- 
ted in the following words : 

Failure has only overtaken 
those Philatelists who, through 
lack of faith, have been nigardly 
in their expenditure. This is so 
evidently true, that it is almost 
superfluous to note the follow- 
ing facts: First, Every magazine 
that has had a liberal amount 
of cash invested on it, has pro- 
ved a complete success; and the 
more that fas been spent on any 
one, the larger the cireulation--—— 
witness the enormous circula- 
tion of the “‘JournaL.”’ This 
rule has only had one exception 
which, according to the old 
saying, proves it. Second, No 
postage stamp dealer who has 
advertised largely has ever 
jailed; yet dozens of dealers who 
never advertised fail every 
month. Third, No collector who 
succeeded in getting a large col- 
lection and has subscribed to 
the papers, has lost money on 
it. The beautiful collection to 


be sold by auction, by Messrs. 
J. W. Seott & Co., on the third 
of October, only cost the owner 
about two hundred dollars, it 
will certainly bring eight hun- 
dred under the hammer.

We think a careful consider- 
ation of the above facts by 
every one engaged in stamp col- 
lecting in any way will prove 
to their advantage. This is the 
one great lesson to be learnt 
from the past. Now for the pre- 
SENT, the glorious happy pre- 
sent! Nothing can better prove 
the healthy state of Philately 
on the American continent, than 
the fact that aweekly paper can 
find plenty of support here, 
when in the birth-place of the 
science, such a venturesome ex- 
a have never been tried. 

ut it is the same with philate- 
ly as with every thing else, 
the greatest minds in the Old 
world are leaving its crowded 
shores to take root on the free 
soil of our glorious Republic. 
Much as we may love the smil- 
ing meadows of our birth—place, 
the hand of destiny calls us 
forward to build up the mighty 
empire of the Western world ; 
al from the rapid strides Phil- 
ately has made on this continent, 
it is evidently destinea to become 
at no distant day the centre of 
the postage stamp trade. For- 
merly American collectors used 
to purchase in England ; now 
English collectors and dealers 
find that they can buy cheaper 
in America. Nearly all stamps 
are now offered much lower by 
dealers here than in any other 
part of the world. And the 
scarce stamps, we refer to those 
that two or three are all that 
have ever been heard of, bring 
higher prices in this country 
than elsewhere 
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Our Paper. 

In the April number of last year’s JOURNAL, we made some re- 
marks under this heading, and as we think the best guarantee we 
van give of the future excellences of this paper, are to refer our 
readers to our past record, we therefore calé attention to the follow- 
ing short history of The American Journal of Philately. 

The JoURNAL was originally published by the New York, Phila- 
telic Society, the first number being issued by that body, on the Ist 
of March, 1868. It then consisted of eight pages of reading matter, 
printed on fine toned paper. The second number issued 1st April, 
vas printed on ordinary paper as well as the better quality, the 
better being only for the use of the society. There were four pages 
of advertisements added to help pay expenses, which in time were 
increased to eight, this, however, was not continued. Atthe end of 
the year, the JouRNAL was sold to its present publishers, who in- 
creased the reading matter to twelve pages, and had it printed on 
the most expensive paper made } the type was also renewed, mak- 
ing ita first-class paper in every respect. 

The rapidly.increasing circulation of the JouRNAL compelled the 
publishers, in April, to fit up a first-class printing office expressly 
for it, so that the numbers could be kept in type till the Jast minute, 
and then with the aid of improved cylinder presses, work off the 
entire edition in an incredible shorttime. In July it was necessary 
to change again, and the publishers being always ready to expend 
any amount of capital needed to improve the JouRNAL, fitted up 
composing rooms in the upper part of 34 Liberty-street, where they 
could always have the work on the JouRNAL under their special 
care. Later still the building at 61 Liberty was given up, additional 
room having been procured in 34 and 36. The paper continued to 
increase in influence and circulation ; and on commencing the third 
volume, the publishers were enabled to present their patrons with 
a genuine uncancelled stamp with every number. In the March 
number, they advertised, that if they got 500 additional subscribers 
in one month, they would print each engraving in its correct color * 
and as by it they got over 700 additional subscribers, the April 
number appeared as never any paper had before, being beautifully 
iliuminated with colored engravings, which has been continued till 
the present time. 

With this number comes the weekly edition, and from the ap- 
pearance of it, and the brilliant history of its parent, we leave our 
readprs to form their own opinion, merely adding that everything 
has been done to make it a complete success. The additional room 
required for the various processes that transform the reams of white 
paper into the JourNAL ready for mailing, has been met by the 
opening of the elegantly fitted up stores, 75 and 77 Nassau Street. 
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In our history of the JouRNAL, we have omitted to state anything 
in regard to its literary ability, leaving that toeach reader to decide, 
and the press of the country to comment upon, confident of their 
verdict. Of its circulation, it is perhaps useless to speak; but as 
some of our readers would like to kuow, we give the figures for 
their information, prefacing them by the assertion that we are ready 
to bring seven witnesses who work on the paper to make affidavit 
to the fact.that, there has never been less than 500 printed, and the 
highest number yet reached amounting to 30,000, and they have all 
been distributed but one or two hundred of each. Wedo not claim 
the large number quoted as our circulation; but we are constantly 
in the habit of printing large editions, and sending them gratis to 
the principal persons in each city and villages in the United States 
and Canadas. 
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PosTaGE Stamps.—In the year 1859, 469,768,629 postage stamps 
were issued or sold; in the year 1869, no less than 866,959, 167. The 
numbers are constituted thus :—In 1855, the Post Office sold 336, 
562,000 labels, and 8,730,960 stamped envelopes, and the Inland 
Revenue Department, 114,299,704 labels, and 10,175,965 envelopes. 
But in 1869, the Post Office sold 721,211,380 labels, and 8,267.280 
envelopes, and the Inland Revenue Department sold 123,072,928 
labels, and 14.407,579 envelopes. The produce of all these stamps 
was £2,219,494 in 1859. and £4,236,560 in 1869. The nnmber of 
penny labels issued was 432,119.497 in 1859, and 804,711,136 in 
1869; and nearly 19,000,000 envelopes with impressed penny stamps 
+ po issued in 1859, and above 22,000,000 in 1869.—Standard, Lon- 
on. 

CanapDA.—The 6 cent current issue of dominion of Canada, has 
been issued in three distinct shades, dark brown, redish brown, and 
light brown, the last-named being now in use. The 3 cent is also 
printed in a much lighter color than formerly. 

Auction SALeE.—On next Thursday evening will be held the 
Second Auction Sale of Postage Stamps. This sale is arranged by 
Mason & Co., of Philadelphia, and comprises 464 lots; and being 
mostly common stamps, ought to find a ready sale amongst young 
collectors. Among the few scarce stamps, we notice some rare U. 
S. essay and specimen, a set of three “ Gaucho’? Buenos Ayres, 
which ought to bring twenty or thirty dollars, a set of Corrientes, 
and some other scarce stamps. We also notice one of Scott’s cele- 
brated albums, which will give collectors a rare chance to obtain 
one of these splendid books under the market price. We should 
advise all collectors to attend who possibly can. We wish our 
conferes every success; but should have thought it would have 
been better to have sold in Philadelphia. We shall give a full re- 
port of the sale in our next issue. 
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South African Republic. 

We have lately received the following letter, and give it for what 
it is worth. We cannot say that we endorse all the writer says, as 
he is evidently wrong in regard to the inhabitants being half civil- 
ized, although they could not be expected to be an educated or 
refined community, still the general education of the people will 
compare favorably with Mexico, or any of the South American 
States, In regard to the stamps, it certainly is a suspicious cir- 
cumstance that so many varieties have been issued, and that more 
are announced, however, we await further information on the sub- 
ject, and hope to get the matter investigated. 

To the Editor of the American Journal of Philately: 

DEAR Str,—l wish particularly to call your attention to a batch 
of humbugs that have been forced upon collectors, by parties who 
have, to say the least of it, been very easily duped, if indeed, they 
were not the devisors of the swindle, and I think that without oc- 
cupying much of your valuable space, I shall be able to prove to 
your satisfaction and that of my fellow collectors, that the stainps of 
the South African Republic are the greatest humbugs that have ever 
been got up in the philatelic line, surpassing even the Hamburg 
locals. 

The South African or.Transvalle Republic, asis sometimes called, 
is a settlement in Africa, directly North of the Orange States, and 
was but little known before gold was discovered in that place a short 
time back. The inhabitants are composed of the decendants of 
Dutch settlers from the coast, with a good sprinkling of Kaffers and 
other natives; and although this mixture cannot be very intellect- 
ual, they have produced one bright genius named Jeppe, and was 
made, or more likely styled himself, postmaster. This enterprising 
young man commenced stamp collecting, and in due time joined 
the London Philatelic Society, and there it was in all probability 
that the idea entered his head to make stamps of his own, which 
were announced in the various stamp papers with a grand flourish 
of trumpets; butthe stamps themselves were kept out of sight for 
nearly a year, to get collectors excited about them. At length, 
however, they made their appearance. and if their 
concoctor had have been content with his gains, they 
would most likely have | opens without detection, 
although they are miserably executed, notwithstand- 
ing they profess to have been engraved in Europe; 
but the concoctor of this last swindle, came to the 
conclusion that he had found a better yielding gold 
mine than existed amongst his own mountains, 
and forthwith proceeded to make varieties in the 
dies,and print off proofs in various colors. Even this was not enough, 
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the remarkably intelligent population, who must have had such 
en enormous correspondence to condact, must be supplied with 
envelope stamps; and more, they could not even wait and use the 
adhesives, till those that had been ordered had arrived; but the 
post office department (Fred Jeppe) had to prepare provisional ones 
in the intermin. This it appears was too thin for you Mr. Editor, 
for I do not find it noticed in the JourNAL, although you must of 
course have been informed of it. 

Now I leave it to any disinterested person to look over the facts, 
and seriously think if the half civilized inhabitants of the Repudlic 
[I hope Americans will not be offended at using the word in such a 
connection] of South Africa could possibly require all these stamps, 
or do they for a moment believe that they would have been issued 
if there were no stamp collectors. I do not say they are imposi- 
tions like the St. Domingo, 2 reals, Paraguay, and others ; but I 

ositively assert that they were prepared to sell to stamp collectors 
instead of for postal services.

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A Comparison. 

The most casual observer, in turning over the pages of a well- 
filled album, will notice the extraordinary number of stamps that 
have been issued by Spain, and possibly after remarking that it is 
the same with New Granada, might come to the conelusion that 
numerous changes in the designs of postage stamps, is a trust- 
worthy indication of a weak government, more especially as Great 
Britain has never changed the design of her stamp, neither has 
France more than was absolutely necessary. 

That this may be easily seen by those who have not thought over 
the subject before, 1 annex the following table : 

Strong governments, 

Great Britain has never changed her stamps. 

France changed the head of Liberty for Napoleon’s profile. 

Prussia changed from head of King to National Arms, with an 
additional set for Frankfort, in 1867. 

Russia never changed adhesives, but lately prepared a new set 
envelopes. 

The British Colonies, with few exceptions, still use their original 
designs. 

It will be noticed that there was a good reason for making the 
least alteration in any of the above.

In these lists we have not counted change of paper or alterntions 
of minor details asa change of design. 

But where is the United States, it certainly is not a weak govern- 
ment, and yet its adhesive stamps have been changed five, and its 
envelopes six times, and even now that the most beautiful designs 
ever prepared are in use, we hear of another change being contem- 
plated. To substitute others for the beautifully prepared envelopes 
now in use, is simply ridiculous, and is only holding the United 
States government up for every schoolboy in the world to ridicule. 

If the mania for change was practiced upon the revenue stamps 
it would do good and prevent fraud; and as they do not go abroad 
would not publish our ficklene:s to the world; but this continual 
changing of postage stamps, is something that has never been prac- 
ticed by any other respectable government in the world, and is the 
invariably accompaniment of despotic and poorly-organized nation- 
alities. 
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Ww e hope these few words may be heeded by those Ww ho hs uve the 
power to preserve these beautiful specimens of our country’s skill 
from oblivion, and that we may long have the satisfaction of seeing 
these beautiful works of art bearing the ever welcome missive to 
all parts of the earth. 


How can we be consistent. 

‘*That consistency is a jewel,’ has been too often asserted for 
me to attempt to deny it now, so the next thing to be considered is 
how,can we use this ‘jewel’ in arranging our collections. In the 
present article, [shall not attempt to lay down or discuss any rules 
for arranging a collection, but m ‘rely try and solve the first dif_i- 
culty to be met with in preparing our album. 

There has never been any album published that is perfect, or even 
consistent in naming the countries; but as a base of our argument, 
we shall take the stanlard authority in this country, which is fast 
becoming the standard of the world, Scott’s American album. 

The first question that arrises in our mind on turning over its 
pages is, did the author intend to class the stamps issued ina 
certain extent of teritory together ¢ because we notice the imperial 
and re publican stamps ‘of Mexico all under the same heading, as 
also the Swiss cantons, and the Federal stamps of Switzerland all 
placed together ; also the provisional stamps of Brattleboro’, St. 
Louis, and New York, all reposing under the head of United 
States but ifthis was the mode of classification, the stamps issued 
by a part of the United States while in a state of rebellion but 
before and after, a part of the same country ought certainly to be 
under that heading, as the case is exactly the same as with Mexico! 
Again, Egypt is part of the Ottoman empire, and yet we find them 
widely separated in the album. Again. Hamburg, Bremen and 
Lubeck are parts of the North German Confederation, which will 
most likelyshortly be the empire of Germany, but their stamps are 
widely separated: And so cases can be multiplied, but without our 
being able to arrive at any conclusion as to which principal the 
author acted upon. 

Again, in regard to the name of the country, we find the same 
difficulties, are countries named by their original or latest name? 
if the later collectors will have to keep pretty well posted in the his- 
tory of the times, or they will be hope ‘lessly befogged. We notice 
the dominion of Canada and the United States of Columbia under 
their old names, and Tasmania and Uruguay have their latest ap- 
pellations | given them. 

In pening these few lines, I have not attempted to say which is 
correct in either case ; but simply to call the att ention of wiser 
heads than mine to some of the fnconelateineia s to be found in all 
albums. 
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Events of the Week, 


The past week has been an 
eventful one in the philatelic 
history of this country. It has 
witnessed the establishment of a

The second Auction Sale of Stamps took place on Thursday 
evening, September 8th. This sale was arranged by Mason & Co., 
and was held inthe rooms of Messrs. Leavitt, Strebeigh & Co,, the 
scene of the former sale; but we are sorry to say it was notas wel. 
attended, this was owing to it not having been properly advertised’ 
but as ‘‘comparisons are odious,”’ we will simply give a summary 
of the proceedings. 

The sale commenced at half-past six precisely, and at that time 
there were twelve persons present, which increased to twenty before 
the sale closed. Mr. Mason had evidently received numerous 
orders; as he purchased 207 out of the 464 lots. Mr. Brown also 
purchased a large number of lots, the balance being divided 
between Messrs. Scott, Gavit and Coster, with a few to outside 
parties. The stamps were chiefly common ones, a large number 
of lots bringing only five to ten cents per lot, one even went as low 
as three cents. The U.S. essays brought pretty good prices, and 
the albums went at about the same figures that they did last sale. 
The entire proceeds amounted to $170 in round figures. One un 
fortunate circumstance in connection with the sale, was the pre- 
sence of a quantity of counterfeits, this we suppose was owing to 
Mr. Mason not having time to thoroughly superintend the arrang- 
ing of the catalogue, as he has been engaged in cataloguing a large 
collection of coins. However, we take upon ourselves to say that 
he will be glad to return the cash paid for all that do not turn out 
to be genuine. 








The Railway Postal Service. 

This Postal branch has grown into such magnitude that its affiairs 
are made the sole business a distinct bureau in the General Post 
Office at Washington. 

The practial operation of the system has been gradually improv- 
ed and made more and more serviceable to the people, for whose 
better accommodation it was designed, until now it would seem sus- 
ceptible of no further improvement 

lake, for example, the mail car running between New York and 
Boston, via Bridgeport, New Haven, Hartford, Springfield, and 
Worcester, one day down and back the next, in charge of our long- 
time freind, Mr. Charles Harper. 

All tlre mails are put aboard at the start which are to be distributed 
any where on the line of the road, and anywhere off the line most 
accessible from some station on the line. But these mails when 
put aboard are not all assorted for each post office to which they are 
destined. There was not time to so assort them between their re- 
ception in New York, and, and the closing of the mails for this 
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train. Instead, then, of receiving all the mails finally separated 
into fifty bags, perhaps, with the exception of a few large mails for 
the principal places on the route, the mails are hustled together 
into only as many bags as the quantity of mail-matter requires ; 
and these bags are distinguished by the mail agent and his assist- 
ants from the few bags which are to be delivered as received, as un- 
assorted mails, to be assorted finally in é¢he car. From the 
moment our friend and his assistants get aboard of the car 
andthe mail bags are delivered to them—before the train 
starts--their labors in assorting commence. They turn the 
miscellaneous contents out upon tables, with pigeon-hole backs, 
each pigeon-hole having its particular Post Office assigned 
to it and marked upon it, and rapidly look the letters and 
papers over, and dexterously fling them in into the right hole. As 
the train approaches a station. Mr. Harper gives timely word to get 
ready its mail. The appropriate pigeon-holes are raked out with 
a little iron rake, hurried into theappropriate bag or bags, strapp- 
ed and locked ina jiffey, and placed at the door of the car ready 
for delivery. This process is repeated at every station. But the 
car receives, as well as delivers a, bag or bags atevery station ; and 
they, as a general thing, have to be overhauled and their contents 
assorted in the same manner. Some small stations at which mails 
are deliverable and receivable this Postal-car train passes without 
stopping ; but the mails are delivered and received there, notwith- 
standing. A little bit of ingenuity was necessary to puta mail bag 
on board a close car, open only by a simple door-way, while the 
train was flying past at the rate of forty miles an hour. This feat 
is performed by the aid of two iron rods, about as thick as a man’s 
thumb, and between one and two yards long, fastened together at 
a sharper angle then the letter V, and adjusted, like a crane, into 
the side of the car, with the two prongs projecting forward side by 
side, not one above the other, yet instantly movable to the latter 
position, by a handle on one prong. The mail bag to be received 
is hung at the right height and distance out to be caught between 
the two prongs as the train brushes past. and at the same instant 
one of the mail-car men gives a quarter turn tothe crane, setting the 
fingers vertical to each other, and so secures the bag, as it were, by 
the neck, until itis deliberately taken in. The support upon which 
the bag is hung at the station has the free end pointing, of course, 
in the direction the turn is going. 

As far as Springfield Mr. Harper has buttwo assistants. At that 
place two more are taken in, whose business it is to assort the Bos— 
ton mail—not for Boston ; that has already been done, but for the 
carriers, and the letters of the General and Bow delivery of Boston, 
so that the train arriving at 5 P. M., the carriers have the letters de- 
livered all over the city by 6 / While, at the General and Box Delivery 
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the lette Tr may be had as soon as they can be rushed over from the 
station to the Post Office. This, we think, is the crowning feat of 
the system. 

The registered letters give extraordinary trouble. The route 
agent has to make out receipts for every one that passes through 
his car. In this manner this class of letters are traceable through all 
the hands in whose charge they come. Great precautions are taken 
about the locks and keys of the mail bags. We have noticed 
that friend Harper carries a mail key in his trowsers pocket, secured 
to his person with a gold chain. We asked no questions. He 
holds a responsible position, and is worthy of it. 


The Kaffir Postman. 

You may send a Kaffir for sixty or seventy miles with a_ letter, 
and he will prepare for the start as quickly as if he had onlya 
journey of some three or four miles to perform. First, he cuts a 
stick some three feet in length, splits the end, and fixes the letter in 
the cleft. so that he may carry the missive without damaging it by 
the grease with which his whole person is liberally anointed. He 
then looks to his supply of snuff, and, should he happen to run 
short of that needful luxury, it will add wings to his feet if a little 
tobacco be presented to him which he can make into snuff at his 
first halt. Peking on assagai or two with him, and perhaps a short 
stick with a knob at the end, called a “ kerry,” he will start off at 
a slinging sort of mixture between a run and a trot, and will hold 
this pace almost without cessation. As to provision for the journey, 
he need not trouble himself about it, for he is sure to fall in with 
some hut, and is equaily sure of obtaining both food and shelter. 
He steers his course almost as if by intuition, regardiess of beaten 
tracts, and arrives at bis destination with the same mysterious cer 
tainty that characterises the migration of the swallow. It is not so 
easy to address a letter in Africa as in England, and it is equally 
difficult to give directions to find any particular house or village. 
If a chief should be ona visit, and ask his host to return the call, 
he simply tells him to go so many days in such a direction, then 
turn for half a day in another direction, and so on. Ho\vever, the 
Kaflir is quite satisfied with such indications, and is sure to attain 
his point. When the messenger has delivered his letter, he will 
squat down on the ground, take snuff or smoke-—probally both— 
and wait patiently for the answer. Asa matter of course, refresh 
ments will be supplied to him, and, when the answer is handed to 
him, he will return at the same pace. Europeans are always sur- 
prised when they first see a young Kaffir undertake the delivery of 
a letter at so great a distance, and still more at the wonderfully 
short time in which he will perform the journey. Nor are they 
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less surprised when they find that he thinks himself very wel; 
paid with a shilling for trouble. In point of fact. the journey is 
scarcely troublesome at all. He has everything his own way. 
There is plenty of snnff in his box, tobacco wherewith to make 
more, the prospect of secing a fellow-countrymen on the way, and 
enjoying a conversation with them, the dignity of being a messen- 
ger trom one white chief to another, and the certainty of obtaining 
a sum of money which will enable him to adorn himself with a 
splendid set of beads at the next dance. Barefoot though he be, 
he seldom complains of any hurt. From constant usuage, the solcs 
of his feet are defended by a thickened skin as insensible as the 
sole of any boot, and combining equal toughness with perfect elas- 
ticity. He will walk with unconcern over sharp stones and thorns, 
which would lame a European in the first step, and has the great 
advantage of possessing a pairof soles which never wear out, but 
actually become strong by use.— Routledge s Natural History of 
Man.

STaMPIstT, Cincinnati.—There are four varieties of engravings of 
the 1853 issue U. 8S. envelope stamps, two of which you can easily 
obtain the others are (especially) quite scarce. 

H. L. 8., New Orleans.—We sent out all the catalogues of 
Mason’s sale we got; but of course sent them to those who bought 
the most at our last auction. 

Enquirer, Portland.—We have never thought anything on the 
subject you name, and shall have to take some time to think it up. 

Y. Z., Memphis‘-—The Canadian 12 pence was used, also the 
Connell 5 cents, brown of New Brunswick; we have seen cancelled 
specimens of both, although these are extremely scarce. Your 
letter arrived too late to be answered in our last.

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Metropolitan Errand and Carrier’s Express. 
| It is not often we are able to give a complete and acurate history 
! of express Hams, because, for the very reason of their being 
! private stamps, there is no record of their issue being kept. If the 
person or company is still in existence, it stands to reason they are 
not going to tell strangers their business; and if the concern is 
broken up, the books are not kept, so there is no authentic records 
to. draw from, and even if the proprietor or agent is living, and 
willing to give all the informatian in his power, it is not often that 
a person retains a very vivid recollection of business transactions 
that were concluded twenty yearsago. Hapily the above remarks 
do not apply to the Metropolitan Express stamps, as during the 
time that the business was carried on by this company, they is- 
sued a daily paper or circular, which fortunately gives all the in- 
formation that a stamp collector requires. Although, according to 
the circular, its circulation was 100,000; copies of it are now very 
scarce, and we are deeply indebted to H. E. Stockwell, Esq., for the 
one from which this article is prepared. 

The Metropolitan Errand and Carrier’s Express Company was 
organized on the Ist of August, 1855, with a capital of $200,000, 
under a Charter from the State of of New York. The officers of the 
company were Abraham L. Hinkley, President; Samuel P. Crane, 
Secretary; Hiram Dixon. Treasurer, and George G. Jones, General 
Agent. The principal office was at 11 Pine Street, City. The 
business of the company consisted in collecting and delivering 
letters and parcels to or from any house in the city to any part of 
f the world. Also the purchasing of goods and delivery, as for 
instance, a person pe hail one of the company’s carriers and 
send him for a loaf of bread or a suit of clothes, or anything that 
. could be purchased in any part of the world ; and they guaranteed 
to perform all of these duties better and quicker than anyone else. 
. rom the number before us, it appears that they had offices 
established all over the city, and had a special messenger riding 
upon every omnibus or car in the city, whose business it was to 
take any letter bearing the company’s stamp to the nearest branch 
/ office, to be immediately sent to the designated address. 

The stamps consisted of the following values : 1,5, 10 and 20 cts., 
and were to be used according to the annexed rates—

Letters not exceeding 40z. to California, Oregon, or the Sand- 
wich Isles, 15 cents. 

Parcels weighing over 5lbs. and not exceeding 20lbs. to any part 
of the city below fortieth street, 25 cents. 

Special message below fourtieth street, 20 cents. 

4, 4 oz. letters to Great Britain, 30 cents. 

$ oz. letter to Russia, Prussia, German States or Austrian 
Empire, 40 cents. 

The stamps were engraved by Messrs. Baldwin, Bald & Couslard, 
and printed in sheets of one hundred color, red. Mention is made 
in the circular that envelope stamps are in course uf preparation. 

The paper before us is composed of four pages of reading 
matter, and printed in blue ink ; the corners are ornamented with a 
representation of the companies stamp in each-corner, four 1 cent 
stamps on the first page; the fives on the second,and soon. This 
accounts for some blue specimens printed on both sides, that are 
said to adorn a celebrated European collection, the owner of which 
was certain they were genuine as he had them before counterfeits 
were made! We have omitted giving any description of the design, 
as they were fully described on page 77, Vol. Il of the JourRNAL.

Our Postage Stamp Portrait Gallery. 
BY COSMOPOLITAN, 
LEOPOLD OF BELGIUM. 

In resuming the history of celebrities, commenced some time 
since in the JouRNAL, but discontinued to give place to more 
valuable matter. It would seem peculiarly appro- 
priate to devote some space to a short account of 
the monarch whose well executed likeness adorns 
this article, more especially as at this moment, the 
public attention has been greatly attracted to that 
little kingdom, which has so aptly been called ‘ the 
battle field of Europe.’ Although insignificent in 
size, itis but just to accord it a position in point of 
inflvence, second to no powerin Europe. From its geographic 
position it seems as a sort of balancing power to the great princi- 
palities, and from the extent and diversity of its products, it must 
always be a prosperous and thriving community. 

Leopold, Louis Philippi, Marie Victor Duke of Brabant, born 
April 9th, 1835, ascended the throne of Belgium, December 10th 
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1865, and in December 17th, took the constitutional oath before 
both houses of the Legislature. A good deal of curiosity was 
manifested at that time, as to whether the new King would give a 
cordial and approving endorsement of the fundamental principles 
of the Belgium constitution. He had been previously Bsn in 
most of the papers with favoring a political party, which denounced 
the Belgium constitution as departure from christianity and the 
Catholic Church, because it guarantees religious liberty, freedom 
of the press and other civil rights, in short a constitution, making 
a true republican kingdom. This report was, however, emphati- 
cally contradicted by the inaugural address, the professions made 
by the new King, of loyalty to the constitution, being strong and 
inequivical. The following short extract from the King’s speech is 
worthy of a place, as showing fully the character of the man : 

“Tf I neither promise Belgium a great reign, like that which 
founded its independance, nor a great king like him whom we 
mourn, I at least promise the country a king, Belgium in heart and 
soul, whose whole life belongs to it.’ 

December 22d, the Chamber of Representatives unanimously 
voted a bill fixing the Royal Civil List at 3,300,000 franes during 
the King’s reign, and granting a large sum to restore the royal 
residence. 

The favorable reception of the new King, dispelled the fear for 
the integrity of the country. How well this fear was justified, the 
history of the past four months will tell. Since the accession of 
the present King, all the promises made by him have been faith- 
fully and promptly performed, and no monarch more deserves the 
hearty support and love of his subjects. In August. 1853, he 
married the Arch Duchess, Maria of Austria, and by her has 
children, the present heir apparent being born, January 12th, 1859. 
In reviewing the life of a good King, the pen lovingly lingers on the 
page, and would fain tell of the many virtues of its subject, but 
space forbids. 

In his private life, Leopold is unquestionable the best of hus- 
bands and fathers, charitable to a fault, lavish to wantoness, the 
patron of art and artists, the world will look long for his equal.

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A Guide to the detection of Swiss Siiieiiain 
A PKIZE ESSAY BY JOHN MARMADUKE STOURTON, F.A.S.L. 


Author. of “ Postage Stamp Forgeries; or, the 
Collectors Vade Mecum.”’ 

The numerous Swiss forgeries, which perhaps have had the most 
extensive circulation of any, present peculiar difficulties to collect- 
ors, the majority being such exact imitations. Some of them the 
forgers have tried their hands at more than once, and with tolera- 
ble success, as many a too-confiding collector has found out to his 
cost. 

It now becomes, for the second time, my pleasing duty to expose 
these unwelcome intruders into our albums. In this paper I pro- 
pose giving the salient — only by which these worthless imita- 
tions may be distinguished from their valuable originals. These attri- 
butes I intend to point out with such perspicuity that even the most 
youthful reader of this magazine will experience no difficulty in 
detecting them from my descriptions. I commence with the stamps 
of the Cantonal administration proceeding alphabetically, and 
beginning with 

BASLE. 
1845. Dove. in white relief, on a red shield. Black impression. 
2s rp. Square. 
First forgery. 

The four corners are ofa uniform blue ground. In the genuine, the 
ground is blue and white, The 23 and rp. are printed in letters of 
the same thickness as the inscription, STADT-POST-BASEL; whereas 
in the genuine they are much thinner, the 24 being especially 
slight. 

Second Forgery. 

In this counterfeit, the Jewr-de-lis is missing. The key is much 
thicker below the centre rings, whereas it should be of the same 
thickness below as above. The right-hand point of the key does 
not touch the side black line, whereas in every genuine stamp it 
does. 

GENEVA. 
PORT LOCAL. 
1845. Arms. Half-eagle and key on shield. Black impression, 
on green paper. 5c. Small square. 

In the forgery, the rays are very unequal, extending more to the 

right-hand than to the left; and the top feather to the eagle’s wing 
is curved to the left, and the foot of the eagle does not touch 
wereas in the genuine, the wing is curved upwards, and the foot 
touches it. 
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DOUBLE STAMP. 
10c. Cantonal. Composed of two 5c. Port Local. Black impres- 
sion. Oblong. 

In the forgery, there are 13 vertical lines in the right-hand half of 
the shield, without counting the interior line, and the two threads 
of the frame. In the genuine stamps, there are only 11. 

The description for the 5c. Port Eon will also apply to this in 
other particulars. There is one characteristic of the genuine stamp 
which deserves to be meationed,8and that is the L of LocAL in the 
left-hand Port Local stamp, touches the bottom of the shield, and 
almost touches it in the right-hand larger division. This has been 
contradicted by Dr. R. 8. Boley, of Gurnsey; but as the stamp in 
my own collection tallies with every characteristic of the genuine, 
as given by myself and M. Berger-levrault in his catalogue, 1 think 
I have made out a pretty strong prima-facie case in support of the 
correctness of my description. 


PORT CANTONAL. 
Black impression on light and dark green paper. 5c. Square. 
5c., on white paper; design slightly different in each. 
The top wing of the eagle, in the forgery, touches the inte rior 
frame of the shield; in the genuine it does not. 


FICTICIOUS GENEVA STAMP. 
The forgers have printed off a stamp, black impression on pink 
paper, with motto reading, FIST TENEBRAS LUX, instead of Post. 
This “ variety,’ I need hardly say, is purely an imaginary one.

First Forgery. 

In this forgery, the two extremities of the label, containing Post 
LOCALE. are as broad as the rest of the label. In the genuine they 
are narrower. 

Second Forgery. 

Full stop after centimes is scarcely perceptible, whereas in the 
genuine it is very conspicuous. The TE of PosTE is very much out

In every genuine Zurich stamp, the words LocAL-TAXE in the 4 
rappen, and CANTONAL-TAXE in the 6 rappen stamp, are joined by 
hyphens. These are left out in the counterfeits. In all genuine 6 
rappen stamps there are 8 horizontal lines in both the spaces where 
ZURICH and CANTONAL-TAXE are In the forged there are only 6; 
added to which, the top part of the 6does not touch the bottom 
loop; in the forged it does. 


FEDERAL ADMINISTRATION.

There are two different forgeries of this stamp: Inevery genuine 
specimen, however, there is a hyphen between orts and Post. This 
is missing in both the forgeries.

There are likewise two imitations of this stamp. They have both 
failed, however, in reproducing the folowing points, by which the 
genuine stamp is characterised.

The black wavy line in the right- 
hand top corner touches the line over PosT LOCALE, just above the 
Lin the word Locate. In the forgeries it touches between the a 
and the L. 


Since the above was written, it has been suggested to me, that I 
should, for completeness sake, include in this paper a description 
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of the Zurich Essays, dated 1843; but as these rarities are virtually 
unattainable, and as the imitations are not in the least like the ori- 

inal essays, I shall merely content myself with stating that these 
ave the words LOCAL and CANTONAL TAXE (as the case might be) 
on the right side, instead of atthe bottom The forgers have taken 
the Zurich postage stamps for their models The essays have their 
dat. of issue. ‘1.8.4.3. in the corners. Inthe forged essays ‘‘18. 
43” is erroneously put; this exposes them at once. The collector 
must not imagine, however, if he has offered him for sale a stamp 
with 1.8:43. in the corners, that itis a genuine essay, unless it also 
coincides in other points with the above description. A good test of 
the forgeries is their being postmarked. of course, none of the 
genuine essays had passed through the post

THE HONDURAS STAMP. 
To the Editor of “Tae AMERICAN JOURNAL OF PHILATALY.” 

Dear Srr,—It is not my purpose at this time to shed any new light on this now well- 
known stamp, but only to call the attention of collectors to, and if possible, clear up what 
to me seems to be somewhat of a mystery. 

In reading over Mr. Atlee’s note concerning it, in the August No. of the Stamp Collect- 
or’s Magazine, | was astonished as well as amused at the information it contained. In it, 
he corroborates its existence as a genuine emission ; his authority being that he bas been 
informed “ by the Consul General for the Republic, that he himself caused the labels to be 
issued, either at the latter end of 1865, or early the following year.” 

I received the annexed letter some time since, and should like to know who really was 
instrumental in causing the stamps to be issued.

DEAR Str,—I send youasample of Honduras stamps (six). This is the only kind ever 
issued, and was done at my suggestion, some months after my arrival here as Minister. 

I take pleasure in obliging you, and hope you will not hesitate to apply for anything 
you may deem worth having, or worth knowing, which you may think I can furnish, [ 
could give yousome knowledge of the statistics of this country, that wonld perhaps gratify 
any person who curiosity about such things.

Billingsby had written a story for the (but no! Prudence forbids 
our mentioning the name of the periodical, in question—Ep.) and 
one of the rules of the periodical (the name of which prudence 


forbids us to mention.—Epb.) was that no MSS. could be returned if 


they were not accompanied by a stamped and directed envelope (and 
a very good rule too—Eb.)

Our Postage Stamp Portait Gallery. 
BY ‘‘COSMOPOLITAN.”’ 
It would seem almost a work of superarogation to give biogra- 
phies of the distinguished individuals, whose portraits adorn the 
present issue of United States stamps, as every American is sup- 
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0sed to be fully posted upon the subject. But as the JourNnaL 
is not intended for Americans only, but visits weekly all parts of 
the globe, the information in this article-.may find readers who had 
not previously been conversant with the lives of these great men. 
To head the list, we commence with the life of Benjamin Franklin. 
This truly great and good man was bornin Boston, Mass., January 
6th, 1706. Commencing as a tallow chandler’s apprentice, by in- 
dustry and perseverance, he rose gradually and filled successively 
some of the highest offices in the gift of the nation. In 1753, Dr. 
Franklin was appointed Postmaster General for the British North 
American colonies. His salary was fixed at £600 a year. He in- 
troduced many reforms in the post office system, and increased its 
revenue greatly. In 1760, he proposed a mail coach line between Phil- 
alelphiaanl Boston. As he sympathised with the colonists, he 
was suspended in 1772. He died April 17th, 1790, and was buried 
in the Christ Church graveyard of Philadelphia. The next portrait 
depicted on the new set is that of Andrew Jackson, President of 
the United States, he was bornin North Carolina, March 15th, 1767. 
His father, a settler of Scotch descent, died a few days after his 
birth, leaving him with two elder brothers to the care of his 
widowed mother. When but a boy he shouldered a musket in the 
war of independence. In 1790, he fixed his residence in Nashville, 
Tenn. ; married, and commenced the practice of law. In 1797, he 
was elected senator, and soon after was appointed a Supreme 
Court judge. This position he resigned in 1804, and retired to his 
country seat, the “ Hermitage.”’ In the war of 1812, Jackson was 
a militia commander; in 1814, he was made a Major General, and 
in 1815, gained the battle of New Orleans. In 1828, he was elected 
President by a large majority, and in 1832, re-elected. In 1837, he 
retired from public life, and died at the ‘‘ Hermitage,’ June 8th, 
1845, aged 78. It is a popular tradition in Pennsylvania, that in 
some of the old Dutch counties the farmers still cast their votes for 
old *‘ Hickory.”’ : 

We here give a portrait of the immortal Washington. It will be 
sufficient to say, he was born in Virginia, October 
22d, 1732, and died, December 14, 1799, leaving a 
stainless reputation. 

We also annex a portrait of the lamented Presi- 
woes dent Lincoln. His life and history 

Lave been surveyed so recently by 
the world as to need no mention 
here. 
Upon the 10 cent stamp we find 
the likeness of Thomas Jefferson, after Power's 
bust. This eminent statesman was born in Shad- 
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well, Virginia, in 1743, and was the main composer of the great and 
glorious Declaration of Independence. He was educated to the 
law, and although a slave owner, he restricted and opposed the 
perpetration of it by every means in his power. In 1801, he suc- 
ceeded the elder Adams as President, by choice of the House of 
Representatives, who had to decide between him and an a 
on account of an equality of votes. Jefferson filled the office 
with honor for 8 years. He died, July 4th, 1824. It was during 
his presidency, that Colonel Aaron Burr was tried for treason, in en- 
deavoring to subvert the government. 

The immortal sage of Ashland appears on the 12 cent stamp. 
Henry Clay, vulgarly known as the Mill Boy of the slashes. The 
portrait engraved after a bust by Hart, is most excellent. This 
great man was born in Virginia, April 12th, 1777. In 1799, he com- 
menced the practice of law in Kentucky. He occupied many 
prominent public positions, and in 1832, ran against Andrew Jack- 
son for the Presidency, but was defeated. In 1844, he was nomi- 
nated for President by the whig party, and was again defeated. 
He died in Washington, June 29th, 1852, aged 75 years. Leaving 
the “sage of Ashland,’ we next view the **sage of Marshfield,”’ 
the immortal Daniel Webster, whose portrait after Clevenger, orna- 
ments the 15 cent stamp. This eminent lawgiver was born in 
Salisbury, New Hampshire, June the 18th, 1782; his father, 
Colonel Ebenezer Webster, having been an officer in the revolu- 
tionary army. He commenced early the study of law, and rapidly 
attained eminence in the profession he had chosen. Twice he was 
chosen to manage the Department of State, and no man ever filled 
the position better. After a long and useful life devoted to his 
country, he died October 24th 1852. Our readers will no doubt 
remember his famous controversy with Hayne of South Carolina, 
which gained him a world wide celebrity. 

The 24 cent stamp presents us an excellent likeness of General 
Winfield Scott, too well known to need notice here. The portrait 
is after Coppreis celebrated statue, is lifelike and well-executed. 

We notice upon the 30 cent stamp a fine likeness of Alexander 
Hamilton, after Corracchi. This gentleman distinguished alike as 
a jurist, soldier and financier, was born in the West Indies, in 1755, 
He was the valued and trasted friend of Washington, and for some 
time served in his staff. In 1789, he was made Secretary of th > 
Treasury, and soon brought order out of chaos. In 1804, he was 
challengéd by Aaron Burr, and a duel was the consequence, in 
which he fell mortally wounded at the age of 47. 

‘* One of the few immortal names that was not born to die.”’ 

To wind up the list, we see presented upon the 90 cent stamp a 
portrait of Commodore Oliver Hayward Perry, taken from Wol 
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cott’s statue. This fav¥#l 4ie%o was born in Rhode Island, in 1785. 
In 1798, he entered the navy, and served in the ay, Ca against 
Tripoli. In the war of 1812, with Great Britain, he commanded 


on Lake Erie, and gained a decissive victory against a superior 
force; for this he was made acaptain. He died in 1820. 
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Variety of the 15 cent, 1869 Issue. 


We quote from advance sheets of Stamp Collector’ s Companion : 
‘* There are two varieties of this stamp. The frame of one, directly 
above the picture, is finished off with a heavy line and two light 
‘ ones, forming a diamond in the centre; and the frame at the sides 
of the picture is filled in with thin lines slanting downwards. In 
the other variety, the lines finishing the frame are removed, and 
the space filled in with thin horizontal lines, which is continued for 
a short space all round the picture. These varieties are more 
easily noticed when the picture has not been printed in its correct 

lace. In proofs from the original engraving that we have exam - 
ined, there is no shading on the frame, and the lines terminating it 
are omitted. A thin line crosses the place where the diamond is 
found in one stamp. 

This variety has never been noticed before and is interesting, as 
showing that two plates have evidently been prepared. 

We find several new varieties of U. 8S. stamps noticed, and if the 
work is continued throughout with equal minuteness, it will be the 
best guide extant. 





Goop ADvIcE.—We reprint the following excellent remarks from 
the preface of the second edition of 7he Fiilatclist's Album. “ In 
conclusion, we should strongly advise collectors only to deal with 
respectable parties, as there are large quantities of counterfeit 
stamps offered for sale at very low prices, and nothing shows the 
ignorance of the collector in a more unfavorable light than the 
presence of these vermin in a collection. Again, never use prepa- 
red mucilage as it is mostly made by the chemical combinations of 
acid and burnt flour, and in nearly all cases entirely destroys the 
color of ager 4 We should therefore advise the use of pure 
gum arabic, which can be bought of any druggist, and can easily 
be prepared for use. In sticking stamps in the album, use as little 
gum as possible.

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Sketches of little-known Stamp Countries, 


BY DR. C. W. VINER. 
ORANGE FREE STATES. 

Between 28° and 29° south latitud., flows near South Africa the 
beautiful river from which the subjec tof our paper takes its name: 
It was called by the natives, Gariep—The River, and by the early 
Dutch settlers, Groote River—the Great River. It is bordered with 
magnificent trees, among which a species of weeping willow is 
noteworthy, as far as its mouth, near Cape Voltas ; near which, 
also, are rich copper and iron mines. 

The river abounds with fish, and twenty-four years ago was 
prophesied by a traveller as likely to play an important part in the 
destiny of thecolony. In 1836, Sir W. C. Harries pronounced it a 
trackless desert or howling wilderness, where no man permanently 
dwelt, or possessed land ; where, for hundreds of miles, the eye was 
ungreeted by any trace of human industry; by the slightest vestige 
of human habitation! The Saquas, termed Boschjesmans, or 
bushmen, by Europe: uns, a most uncivilized race, were the original 
possessors Of the vast tracts of land on both sides of this river; but 
are now shunted off further north by the progress of civilization. 

Soon after the above date, some emigrant farmers from the Cape 
commenced settling in this territory. In 1848, it was formally an 
nexed to the British 'impire by Governor Sir Harry Smith’s procla- 
mation, dated February 3d; but on the 23d of the same month, six 
years later, the British Government formally resigned all authority 
in the colony, and it is now in the hands of a President, freely 
elected by the inhabitants, assisted by an Executive Council, Land- 
drosts and Hemraden in the several districts, and the several mem- 
bers of a sort of House of Commons, called Volksraad. 

About two-thirds of its 70,000 square miles of area is occupied 
by a population of European origin, amounting to about 13,000. 
= remaining portion, chiefly among the mountain ranges to the 

astward, is peopled by the natives. 

The state isa high table-land, gently sloping to the west, perhaps 
about 5,000 feet above the level of the sea. This elevation secures 
a drier and more temperate climate than would be e ‘xpected so near 
the tropie—bracing and peculiarly beneficial to invalids. The 
enormous flats of the country form a striking feature ; they are 
covered with thousands of game of sundry varieties, answering to 
the uncouth names of springuok blesbok, hartebeest, quagga, 
wildebeest. and the ‘‘ king of beasts.’’ The admirable adaptation 
of the country for rearing the best merino sheep, before the lapse 
of many years, must raise it to an important position. 
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In the easternmost, or mountanious portion of the state, agricul- 
tural farming can be carried on to any extent without artificial irri- 
gation. The finest sort of wheat India and Kaffir corn can be raised 
toalmost any amount. Fruits and vegetables of all kinds will 
grow in the greatest luxuriance. Coal and iron have been already 
found ; but the mineral wealth is still to be developed. 

From north to south, the state may measure about 375 miles. 
It is divided into five districts, viz.:—Caledonian River; chief town, 
Smithfield; that of Bloemfontein, the capital; Fauresmith, or 
Sanna’s Port; that of Winburg; and lastly, Harrismith, or Vaal 
River. 

The capital lies 29° 8 8. latitude, and 2627 E. longitude, about 
80 miles N. of Smithfield. It contained, ten years back, some hun- 
dred houses, many of them fine buildings,—a Dutch church, 
erected at a cost of £2,000; an. Episcopal church; a Roman Catho- 
lic —— and a Government school-house. Since that time, the 
place has been continually increasing in size and stability. In 
1850, a single buyer purchased the whole of the wool grown in the 
district of Bloemfontein. consisting of 60 bales; half a dozen years 
later. 1,200 bales were brought into the tewn for sate. 

The foundation stone of an educational establishment was laid 
by President Boshof, in the presence of the Volksraad and other 
functionaries. Sir George Grey munificiently endowed the institu- 
tion with a grant of £5,000. Part of this was devoted to the erect- 
ion of suitable buildings, leaving an annual amount of £180 per 
annum for working expenses, which was doubled by a vote of the 
Volksraad. This raises the standard of Bloemfontein intellectually 
high among the South African towns. 

In 1856, the white population amounted to nearly 13,000; there 
were between 3,000 and 4,000 colored native servants, totally un- 
civilized, and upwards of 4 000 Hottentots more advanced in civili- 
sation. 

The State President receives a salary of £600 per annum ; the 
Government Secretary, £250; the State Attorney and Postmaster 
General, the same sum, and the Register of Deeds, £300. Religion 
is represented chiefly by the Dutch Reformed Church, also by 
Episcopalians and Papists. The Friend of the Free State of Blo- 
emfontein Gazette is published once a week.—The Philatelist.

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A Descriptive List ofall Revenue Stamps 
Known to the Compilers. 


About 12 months ago, we were preparing a series of papers to 
be published in this paper under the above heading; but Dr. 
Petrie’s arrest, combined with several letters from Commissioner 
Delano, and sundry readings of the U. 8S. laws on the subject, 
detered us from completing the papers at that time. But as we 
have been constantly requested by a large number of our subseri- 
bers to publish an article on the subject, and as we are well aware 
that a large number of stamp sollectors include revenues in their 
collections, we have concluded at length to acceed to their wishes, 
prefacing our list with what we know of the laws on the subject. 

During the excitement of last October, we wrote to the Attorney 
General, and clearly stated the facts of the case to him, stated the 
number of collectors, and the number of stamps they usually ob- 
tained, and the position they occupied in society; also pointed out 
the fact that the families of six State Governors, to our Semicien. 
owned collections, and that numerous Senators and Congressmen 
collected these stamps, to which we received a reply informing us 
in polite language that it was none of their business, and il we 
wanted to know we conld find out. Well, there was only one way 
to find out, and that was to bring a test case before the courts, 
which would cost from one to twenty thousand dollars, and as we 
did not feel interested to that amount in the case, we let it drop. 

We annex the law on the subject: 

“ Topacco STAMPs.—As stamps are only intrusted to collectors for sale, and they are 
limited in making sales to the three classes of persons above-named, and as no sales of 
stamps can be made for the government for any less price than the value indicated by the 
denomination of the stamp, the sale of stamps by any other person than a collector is deem- 
ed to be illegal. Manufacturers and dealers are, therefore, cautioned to purchase their 
stamps only of collectors in their respective districts.” 

“To sell or give away, buy, accept, or use for putting up tobacco or snuff, any empty 
stamped box, bag, vessel, wrapper, or envelope of any kind, or the stamped portion thereof, 


renders a person liable, on conviction, to a fine of $100, and imprisonment for not less than 
20 days and not more than one year.” 


“The law declares any person who shall commit either of the following offenses guilty 
of a felony. (Section 39.)” * * 7 * * * 


ar Receiving, buying, selling, giving away, or having in possession any stamp so remoy-— 

In our opinion, there is only one person in the U. 8S. who knows 
anything about these laws, as we have spoken to several eminent 
councellors who knew nothing about them, and who would not 
admit that they had the slightest reference to collectors. Be this 
as it may, it is certain that a late case that came before one of the 
first judges of New Jersey; a collection of revenue stamps contain- 
ing specimens of each class and nearly complete, was handed 
round for the examination of the bench, and was looked at with 
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evident —— amusement and instruction by all present, includ- 
ing the District Attorney, and many legal lights, and none of them 
knew that there was anything criminal in the owning of the beauti- 
ful volume. 

In our opinion it is not against the law to collect foreign reveunes 
or unused U.S. revenues, that are sold to the public, or special 
propery stamps, such as patent medicine or match stamps that 
1ave been obtained from the publishers. 

It is illegal to remove any stamp from any parcel, box or paper 
that requires any government stamps. 

We shall, however, give as comnplone a list of all U. S. stamps as 
possible; first to make our article complete, and also for the benefit 
of the 33 per cent, of our readers residing out of the U. S.

A kind father and husband, his loss must leave 
a blank,which, although time may blunt the poignancy 
of the grief of those left behind, it can never fill the 
aching void in the hearts of his family. To them we 
tender our heartfelt sympathy. 











The Constantinople Local Post. 

One of our Constantinople correspondents sends us some news- 
paper extracts that appeared at the beginning of April, relating to 
the suspension of the local service. One of them runs as follows: 

‘‘The local post has just given up the ghost, after having tried to 
enjoy vitality fora year’s space. Yesterday evening, March 31st, a 
notice affixed to the letter boxes informed the public that ‘its 
service was suspended till further orders.’ The capital then, as far 
as goes facility of correspondence by letters, is put back to the 
epoch of the janissaries. The initiated have been prepared for this 
catastrophe for some time, in consequence of the difficulties with 
which this new management had to struggle; and these arose, in a 
great measure, from the non-encourage ment of the enterprize by the 
government, though it not only deserved, but stipulated for it in the 
conceded contract; nevertheless , the public have a right to com- 
plain to the management of this abrupt suspension. Notice of this 
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measure might have been given a week or so before its execution, 
were it only to give those persons who had a store time to use them. 
Reasons of much more moment than this exist, for regretting the 
annihilation of a service, so truly advantageous for the capital; but 
which unfortunately proved too much in advance for local civiliza- 
tion. It must be hoped that Agathon Effendi will not delay ta‘sing 
measures to occupy the ground that Mons, Lianos and his enter- 
prising colleagues have been forced to quit—we must perforce repeat 
—on account of official apathy.”’ 

According to the Hastern Star, the clerks of the local post struck 
because they could not get some months’ pay due to them. In 
that case, the suspension was obligatory. 

Finally, the Levant Herald atlirms the idea of the local-post 
service being offered for public competition at the rate of 40,000 
piastres per annum.—Le Timbre Poste.

The Post Office and its Work. 


When ‘* Thank Rowland Hill for this,’ used to be a popular seal 
motto, in years before the adhesive envelope had come into univer- 
sal favor, the annual reports of the Postmaster-General were natur- 
ally scanned with curiosity. A generation ago, the present postal 
system was in its infancy and on its trial ; and in proportion to the 
public gratitude expressed in the obsolete motto, was the public 
concern lest the boon for which gratitude was invited should be 
found too costly and too transient. But now that the success of 
the cheap postal system is above all question, the Postmaster’s re- 
ports are somewhat apt to induce that ennwi which the British mind 
experiences in contemplating the statistics of monotonous prosper- 
ity. It is rather the sidelight cast by the reports on the social pro- 
gress and commercial condition of the country—it is rather what 
the reports suggest, than what they state—that is of interest in these 
days, when we reckon as confidently on increased traffic and aug- 
mented profit through the Post-office, as we do on the steady waxing 
of the new moon. 

The Fourteenth Report of the Postmaster-General, issued the 
other day, groups its information round the central fact, that the 
number of letters delivered within the United Kingdom in the year 
1867 was 774,831,000—an increase of 24,831,000 on the number de- 
livered in 1866. For an increase, of course, everybody was _ per- 
fectly prepared ; and it is handsome enough; although it is not 
quite at the same rate as in years immediately preceding. For 
while letters delivered in 1866 numbered 294 millions more than in 
1865, in 1877 there were only about 25 millions more, and our pro- 
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gress has been so far less vigorous. It is a little strange, consider 

ing how widespread were the commercial and financial causes for 
this restriction of correspondence, that in Scotland and Ireland the 
rate of progress should Sate become more rapid. while in England 
it became more sluggish. In 1867, the number of letters in propor- 
tion to the population fell from 30 to 29, while in Scotland it rose 
from 22 to 24, and in Ireland from 10 to 11; the figures plainly tel- 
ling us that in England the contraction of commercial correspond- 
ence was too considerable to be neutralized by the continued natural 
growth of general correspondence. Another evidence of the sensi- 
tiveness with which the Post-office responds to the state of com- 
merce is given in the statement that, while the registered letters in 
1866 exceeded by 154,000 those sent in 1865, the excess for 1867 was 
only 10,000, 

The number of valentines sent from London to the country was, 
as usual, twice as large as the number sent from the country to Lon- 
don. Of course, the facilities for obtaining valentines of every kind 
in the metropolis may, to a great extent, explain the difference ; 
but perhaps we may fairly ascribe the difference to the fact that the 
habit of writing, and of using the Post-office, is stronger among Lon- 
doners. In 1866 the number passed through the Post-office was 
990,000 ; in 1867 it rose to 1,119,000—though in this, as in other 
branches, the increase of 1867 over 1866 was smaller than that of 
1866 over 1865. More than three millions and a half of letters failed 
to find the persons to whom they were sent; and it should put a 
check upon the reckless and extravagant fashion of advertising by 
circulars, to know that th? great majority of the returned missives 
were of that description, and had miscarried because the addresses 
had been taken from inaccurate sources. 

Two important changes are foreshadowed in the report—one of 
them of considerable interest to the advertisers who already waste 
3,000,000 circulars yearly : the Post-office authorities are consider 
ing whether the rate of postage for printed matter not exceeding 2 
oz. in weight should not be reduced ; and it has been decided that 
the licences for dogs shall henceforth be distributed through the 
Post-office, from the money-order offices. These are the changes 
that will conduce to the public convenience ; and as nobody believes 
that the Post-office can overwork itself, they will probably be ac- 
cepted with confidence, notwithstanding the large amount of addi- 
tional labor which the department is about to undertake in the man- 
agement of the telegraphs. 

The great suggestive facts with which the report presents us, how- 
ever, are three—that, in round numbers, 900,000,000 articles, such 
as letters, newspapers, books, and book-packets, annually pass 
through the Post-office ; that is at the rate of nearly 30 per head of 

* the population ; and that the number of letters carried by the Post- 
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office annually increases at the rate of about one letter for each in- 
habitant. Strike off the thirty millions within these islands, the 
large proportion who do not write letters, or write but rarely, and 
you lave in the hands of acomparatively small minority the actual 
work of the country’s correspondence. Tt is not making a random 
guess to suppose that these real letter-writers are most numerous 1n 
the towns. There the habit of correspondence on business has ren- 
dered the task of writing on personal affairs far less irksome than 
it often is in the country districts. But wherever it may have been 
most developed, the very increase in the habit of writing has made 
correspondence more comprehensive, more sympathetic, more fully 
and faithfully a reflex of what passes from day to day in the mind 
of the country. Distance no longer creates difference, no longer 
excuses indifference. The railway, the telegraph, the Post-office, 
have taught populations sundered by hatiivede or thousands of 
miles that they are, after all, of the same human family. Nature 
may have put them far apart; the common spirit of nationality, 
the common interest of humanity, must draw them close together, 
when they have once seen each others’ faces, have shaken each 
others’ hands, and sounded each others’ minds. To the man from 
beyond the Tweed, or from beyond St. George’s Channel, the deni- 
zens of Lancanshire or of London are no longer mere numerical ab- 


stractions of the statist, or suspected and uncomprehended dwellers 
in a remote land. Britons have come to know that, in the main, 
all their countrymen very much resemble one another—have the 
same likes and dislikes, the same energy, the same pride, the same 
aspirations, the same conscience in things moral and things polit- 
ical. Correspondence has, therefore, become more ee than 


in the days of indifference, of suspicion. You know that your cor- 
respondent, like yourself, reflects on things of wider interest than 
the cotton packs or the iron pigs about which you are primarily 
writing. You have seen him, talked with him, discussed with him 
some question of the day ; you know what is the political bent of 
his mind ; you are pleased to be able to fortify your arguments, 
and illustrate your positions, by a reference to the ideas on this or 
that question of distant localities which are most interested and 
most instructed. Even if you have not seen your correspondent, 
the freemasonry of commerce warrants you in writing your opinion 
and inviting his on the great question of the day; at least, you 
gather in some fashion from intercourse with him how people think 
or feel at Newcastle or Glasgow. Thus no man, no community, no 
locality, no interest, can remain in isolation. The pulses of the 
whole country—indeed of the whole world—beat more and more in 
unison, as free and rapid communication levels barriers and dispels 
prejudices. ‘‘The great heart of the world’ is sound, and kind, 
and true. Every new avenue for travel, every new facility for cor- 
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respondence, is one more vein unclogged, one more artery unclosed, 
to let the generous streams of human sympathy course freely from 
end to end of the earth.— Daily Telegraph. 3

their tints, the stamps of Western Australia m: iy well lay claim to 
a marked superiority over those of the former country as regards 
originality of design, which in the stamps that form the subject of 
this paper, is of a character so uncommon as to render applicable 
to it the well-known verse of the Roman poet: 

‘* Rara avis in terris, nigroque simillima cygno ; 
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and the adoption of which design, we believe, is to be accounted for 
by the fact that swans are so numerous in the colony, as to have 
given the name of ‘‘ Swan River’’ to its principal stream. 

As regards watermarks, Western Australia can boast of two, a 
Swan and ¢.c.over crown : and its stamps are also printed on two 
sorts of paper, one being the thin pelure paper, the other, paper 
of the ordinary thickness. Besides the above, there are stamps on 
unwatermarked paper, but a complete set of these, we believe, was 
never issued. 

With these few preparatory remarks we will proceed to give what 
we hope may prove to be a complete list of these stamps, first of 
all stating that they all have as design, a swan, swimming to the 
left, but in different shaped frames. 


FIRST SERIES- 1858. 

(1) On ground of an irregular diamond pattern ; swan watermark- 
ed paper, not perforated. 
Ip., black ;4p., blue, dark blue, slate; Ish, yellow-brown, oval 

(2) On colored ground. 

2d. chocolete ; 6p., bronze, oct. 

(3) Perforated by roulette, lp., black ; 4p., blue; 6p., bronze ; 
_1Ish., bistre. 

To those who continue to collect proofs, it may be interesting to 
know that there are specimens of the 4p. and Ish. in black ; but 
whether they are genuine or not we are unable to say. 


SECOND SERIEs. 1861 

Swan, on white unwatermaked paper, not perforated. 
2p., orange, pale-orange ; 4p., dark-blue ; 4p., carmine; 6p., yellow— 

ish-green, green. 

As we have several remarks to make upon these stamps, we 
will take them in the order given above. The 2p., orange. needs 
no comment ; with regard to the 4p. blue, though never fully in 
use, yet it was so, long enough to allow post-marked specimens of 
it to reach England ; it is, however, we believe, always ungummed. 
The 4p., carmine, we believe, to be the rarest of the ‘‘swans,”’ and 
great care must be taken not to confound this stamp with the 4p. 
rose, mention2d below. Of course, if the specimen in question is 
perforated, that settles the matter, as also the presence of the c.c. 
watermark, the old and rare fourpenny being, on paper without 
watermark and unperforated. 


THIRD SERIES, 


On thin pelure paper, swan watermarked, not perforated. 2p., 
orange. 
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FOURTH SERIES. 1862. 

On paper of ordinary thickness,swan watermark, machine per- 
forated, 154 dents. 
1p., carmine, pale red-brown, 2p.. blue, 4p., vermilion, 6p., violet- 

brown, Ish., green. 

FIFTH SERIES. 1863 (7/4) 

On unwatermarked paper, machine perforated, 144 dents. 
Ip brick-red; 2p. dark-blue ; 6p. 

bluish-lilac, bright-violet, pale lilac. 

The two last-named series of these stamps furnish us with what 
we regard asa very good proof of the utility of counting the num- 
ber of holes in the perforation,to wit, that immediately on the occas- 
ion of the stamps on unwatermarked paper being issued, new 
shades of color were chosen for each value, and a new machine for 
perforation was made use of, making 14$ holes. 


SIXTH SERIES. 1865. 
On paper watermarked with c. c. and crown, machine perforated, 
124 dents A 
1p., peters, 2p., gold-yellow 4p.. rose, 6p., bright-lilac, 1sh.,

Ve have the same remark here to make as regards the number 
of holes in the perforation ; and also to add that any collector who 
is unable to distinguish the different shades of violet in the three last 
issues, and to whom the study of watermarks is not yet made easy, 
will find great assistance in counting the number of holes, and ar- 
ranging them according to the result. 

Such, then, is all the information we can afford upon. these 
stamps ; and we have ouly to say, in addition, that when all the 
above stamps have been obtained, no page in a collector's album 
will give him more pleasure ; the shades of color of the later issues, 
being, to our mind. most beautiful. —7hePhilatelist.

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Auction Sale. 

This auction sale of E. J. Lippman’s collection, on Monday 
evening, was a decided success, although through accidents, two 
dealers who had a large number of bids were prevented from 
attending. 

The sale commenced at 7 o'clock, and was well attended. Nearly 
all the principal collectors being present. The bids were spirited 
throughout, some of the stamps causing great competition among 
collectors. Lot 123, a set of United States revenue proofs were 
started at $10, rose rapidly to 70, and from that advanced steadily 
to $125, and was whee. ae" down to Mr. Frasier at that figure. This 
is the highest figure yet reached by any set of stamps at auction. 
Lot 204, an uncancelled set of the first issue of Spain, brought $20, 
and various other lots sold for large amounts. _Among the lots 
that broughtabove their value, might be mentioned set 15, Swiss 
Cantonal fac similes, $1.25; 6 common Tuscany stamps, used, for 
$1.00; 11 Swiss revenues, 87c. Instances of stamps going very 
low are more numerous, for instance a 300 reis, italic figure, Brazil, 
brought 50c ; 10 Austrian newspaper stamps, iucluding used yel- 
low and unused rose, Mereury, both originals, $3.00; 60 crazia, 
Tuscany, unused, $4.00; 6 pence, orange, 1862, Victoria, $1.50. 
The sale occupied 24} hours, and there were 291 lots sold at an 
average price of about $2.25 per lot. 





Postal Curiosities. 

There are two very curious points in the revelations which ocea- 
sionally reach us from the archives of the Post Office. One is the 
remarkably vague way in which ignorant people addresses their 
letters, ‘Take this example:—- 

Mr. ,Travelling Band, one of the four playing in the street, 

Persha, (Pershore), 

Worcestershire. 
Please to find him if possible. . 
This really looks as if some wayfarer had found an acquaintance 
at Pershore in the guise of an itinerant musician. and had faith 
that the ubiquitfOus Post Office would trace him wherever he might 
be. Here is another instance of similar faith in the mysterious 
power of the Post Office :-— 

E.R ,& cook as lived tempery with a Mrs. L——,or some such name, a shoe- 
maker in Castle-street about No,—Hobern in 1851 ; try to make this out. She isa Welch 
person about 5 feet 1 stoutish. Livs in service some ware in London or naboured. London. 
We fear this stoutish Welsh person will never get her friends letter. 
And we really do not much care about it; but we have more sym- 
pathy with the poor little servant maid who bought a pair of 
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spec tacles for her father, and sent them i in a letter addressed thus ' 
My dear Father in Yorkshire at the white cottage with green pailings. 


Surely this is real poetic simplicity. The little ancilla had no 
notion there could be more than one such humble cottage-home in 
the vast county where she came. 

Here are two examples of addresses without names :— 

This is for her that “ maks” dresses for ladies, that “livs” at tother side of road to 
Janes Brocklig, 
Edensover, 
Chesterfield. 
This is for the young girl that wears spectacles, who minds “ two babies,” 
30, Sherriff-street, 
Off Prince Edwin-street, 
Liverpool. 
When names are remembered, they frequently appear phonetically 
spelt: thus, one came addressed to ‘*‘ Mr. Owl O' Neil, being inten- 
ded for the great postal reformer Rowland Hill himself. It was 
probably from an Irishman. Sometimes idle people take the 
trouble of making bad jokes by post. Thus, there is a letter ad- 
dressed :— 
The biggest fool in the world, 
Tunbridge. 
This is drily endorsed by the Postmaster, to the effect that it cannot 
be delivered, as he does not know the writer. 

A second curious matter is the enormous credulity of persons who 
answer swindling advertisements, and whose letters, when the 
swindler to whom they are addressed is obliged to decamp, are 
opened at the Dead Letter-office. We recollect noticing not long 
ago, the following pretty little trap. 

An eldery bachelor of fortune, wishing to amuse himself by testing the credulity of the 
public, and to benefit and assist others, will send a suitable present of genuiue worth, ac- 
cording to the circumtances of the applicant, to all who will send him seventecn stamps, 
demanded merely as a token of confidence. Stamps will be returned with the present, 
carriage paid, Address (varied according to circumstances.) 

This is cleverly worded; still, it seems almost incredible that any 
person of ordinary intelligence could be deceived by it. However, 
no doubt the elderly bachelor received plenty of applications ; for 
when he ceased to call for his letters, between three and four hun- 
dred were found, all containing stamps. And they were not all 
from illiterate persons. A clergyman wrote thus :— 

The Rev.—encloses seventeen stamps. He is clergymen with very limited means, and 
the most useful present to him would be five pounds. If his application be not agreeable, 
he requests that the stamps be returned, 

Here is a lady’s letter to the same scoundrel :— 

I have enclosed the seveateen stamps, and shall be very pleased to receive any present 
you will send mé, as I am not very well off: what I would like would be a nice black silk 
dress, which I should consider a rich reward for my credulity. 

A very rich reward indeed. What a disappointment for the fair 
applicant! But here is the choicest morceau :— 
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Mrs.——presents hercompliments to the “elderly bachelor,” and in order to amuse 
him by her credulity encloses seventeen stamps, and (thus claims the promised present. 
Her position and circumstances are good, she mixes in gay society, and is quite an adept at 
dancing the polka mazourka. Those details may determine the suitability of the present. 

Had it been Miss——we might have thought this fair lover of the 

olka hoped the elderly bachelor would offer himself, But per- 
sen she is a widow. 

That educated people should be so credulous is almost beyond 
belief. It is satisfactory to find that these same swindlers frequent- 
ly checkmate themselves by such proceedings as we have described, 
and that the letters which fall into the hands of the Post Office 
often enable the police to trace fraudulent debtors and other pro- 
fessors of roguery—G/lobe.

New Frencu Stamps.—A friend has just left, who showed me 
during his call some letters he received, yesterday, by ‘post from 
Alasce and Lorraine. They have on them Prussian stamps at 20 
centimes. It is evident these stamps were prepared before the war. 
They are not German stamps but specially made for the invaded 
department. They have on them Prusse in French, and only the 
= 20 cent., without any national effigy — Philadelphia Bule- 
etin. 


Srx O’CLocK AT THE GENERAL Post OFrFricr.—One of the sights 
of London which you would always take your foreign friends to 
see is the General Post Office, at the time when the last great rush 
is made to catch the evening mail. If your foreign friends have 
been rather a bore to you of late, you had better quietly allow 
them to become entangled with the crowd. If you do this adroitly 
you will see nothing more of them for hours; indeed, they will be 
lucky if they don’t get into the rong box and find themselves des- 
yatched with other unconsidered trifles to remote parts of the 
Jnited Kingdom, not to say the world. We once heard of a small 
boy who was taken to witness the scene at St. Martin’s-le-grand, 
and became inextricably mixed up in the rush. His agonized pa- 
rents saw him disappear, and he was not heard of again until he 
was returned from a place in the north of Scotland, where he had 
been refused on aceount of the excess of postage charged on him. 
rhis may seem improbable—in fact, we think very likely it does 
appear so, but that is no fault of ours; all applications on the sub- 
ject may be made to the Postmaster General, and, by the way, 
there is no necessity to enclose a stamp for the reply.—F wn. : 
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The News.

Notes on some of the Austrian Stamps. 
AUSTRIAN NEWSPAPER STAMPS. 

According to the opinion of the celebrated German Professor 
Weiss, these, as well as the rest of the series of stamps for foreign 
newspapers, have no place in an album, as, he argues, they are not 
so much ‘‘marks’’ for the defraying of postage expenses, as 
“tokens’’ of a tax inflicted upon foreign journals. But we must 
beg humbly to differ from him, as it seems to us that the postage 
system itself is a species of taxation, and that the newspaper 
stamp is merely an evidence of a separate postal expense, exacted 
by Austria for the privilege of introducing foreign newspapers 
into that country. Anyhow, we have never yet seen a good collec- 
tion of postage stamps in which the Austrian foreign newspaper 
stamps were not included, the three under mentioned of which are 
of considerable value and rarity. 

Some few years ago, the 1 kreuzer (black) and 4 kreuzer (red, 
brown—two separate stamps) newspaper labels were among the 
rarest stamps, and in the possession of very few collectors, who had 
purchased them at heavy prices. Indeed, as we learn from a cor- 
respondent of the Briefmarken Sammler, good specimens were 
sold in Paris at 20 and 25 francesa head. Then, later, they became 
much more frequent, and fell to a tenth, and even twentieth part of 
the above-mentioned price, so that nearly every collector of that 
period was enabled to obtain specimens cheaply. 
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To explain this sudden change, we cannot do better than trans- 
late from the German Briefmarken Sammler the communication of 
a Vienna correspondent :—“ It will interest you to receive some in- 
formation respecting the 1 kreuzer (black) newspaper stamp. 
Newspaper stamps form, as is well known, one of the taxes impo- 
sed by Austria upon foreign papers; and the 1 kreuzer (black) 
‘marks ’-are employed in Venetia for the taxation of newspapers 
coming from Germany—not, however, those taken by abonnement 
from the post office or a bookseller, as in these cases no ‘ mark’ is 
required, the newspaper stamp being included in the subscription. 
Anyhow it is an enigma why so few stamped (used) specimens are 
to be met with, inasmuch as the stamp is in circulation at the 
present moment.’’ This was written in 1866. “That altogether, up 
to the present time, few were for sale is clear, from the fact that new 
or unstamped specimens were not to be bought, and the few un- 
stamped specimens that were to be met with were obtained either 
through fraud (as in Venetia from two to four hundred specimens), 
or through ‘ protection.” By this latter means Professor Von Volpi 
procured 200 specimens (one sheet),and Von Latour-Thurnburg 400 
specimens; and through their medium the market became suddenly 
supplied. Asa matter of fact no newspaper stamps are allowed to 
be sold, and the few unused ones that are met with are generally 
only to 7 through favor of some official who, however, 
in case of detection would not get off without a severe reprimand. 
The 4 kreuzer (red) newspaper stamps are no longer so rare, for this 
reason, that they are used instead of the 2 kreuzer (red) stamps, in 
order not to exhaust the stock of these latter: and this appears to 
be the case also with the 4 kreuzer (brown) newspaper stamps.”’ 

Since this was written the three above-mentioned newspaper 
stamps have once more become rare, and are seldom to be ee 
sed at less than 10f. or 12f.a head. There is, moreover, but little 
doubt that the price will greatly increase, as these stamps are no 
longer in circulation. 

** POSTHUMOUS’? AUSTRIAN STAMPS. 

The name “ posthumous”’ is rightly applied by a correspondent 
in the Briefmarken Sammler to three Austrian Levant pen 
stamps, of the respective values of 2, 3, and 15 soldi (with the head 
of the emperor to the right). These three stamps were never in 
actual circulation, and are consequently of great rarity and value, 
being only procurable through favor of some official. 

We give in free translation a short account of these stamps, pub- 
lished by the above-mentioned contributor: 

‘Tt is well known that, at the time when the third series of post- 
age stamps was issued in Venetia, only those of the values of 10 
and 5 soldi came into circulation; while for the remaining three, of 
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the respective values of 2, 3 and 15 soldi, the corresponding ones of 
the second emission—the provision of which was not even then ex- 
hausted when the fourth emission came into existence—were used. 
Of late a few persons have, through interest with the Finance Minis- 
ter in Vienna, obtained some of these never-circulated stamps; so 
that we have, in fact, to deal with really ‘ posthumous’ stamps. 
According to the Folio—laid at present before us—of Ordinances 
issued by that particular branch of the Austrian Ministerial Fi- 
nance Department on the 29th of December, 1860, it is true that the 
issue of the bespoken stamps, of the respective values of 2, 3 and 
15 soldi, was announced to take place after the exhaustion of what 
remained of the second emission; but this exhaustion never took 
place. These three stamps occupy, consequently, quite a peculiar 
sort vf mongrel position. They are not ‘essays, because they 
were Officially announced, and actually cast, as the succeeding 
(fourth) emission was at this period .declared: but they have never 
existed as circulating stamps, and it cannot therefore be called a 
caprice on the part of a collector, who collects only actually cir- 
culated stamps, if he refuses to insert in his album these three 
stamps that were unfortunately destined to non-existence, or, 
rather, non-circulation.”’ 

We fear this would only be the ‘‘caprice of such collectors-—-and 
their name is Legion—who are unable to procure these three rari- 
ties. 

Before we conclude our remarks, we will add that the envelope 
stamps issued in 1861 (with the head of the emperor to the right), 
of the values of 20 kreuzer (orange) 25 kr. (dark brown), 30 kr. 
(lilac), and 35 kr (pale brown) as well as the entire corresponding 
emission—the value being in soldi instead of kreuzer—of the 
same year for the Levant post (it must be understood that we are 
referring only to the emission of envelope stamps), are rapidly be- 
coming very rare, and ought therefore to be secured by collectors on 
the first available opportunities. -- The Queen.

Sandwich Islands Postage Stamps. 

Demands are frequently made upon the Post-office for varieties 
of Hawaiian stamps which have never had an existance in this 
kingdom. A gentleman, writing from Europe, asks for sets of 
orange, violet, and other colored stamps, which certainly never 
were issued here, although he claims to have seen the different 
varieties in Paris. No doubt the mania for stamps has called into 
play the talents of skilful engravers and counterfeiters, who make 
ita profitable employment. The genuine Hawaiian stamps are the 
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following :—One and two cent stamps are black and blue, with 
figure in the centre ; two cent stamps, in rose color, with portrait of 
Kamehameha III., and in red with portrait of Kamehameha IV ; 
five cent stamp in blue, with figure in the centre, and also in blue 
with portrait of Kamehameha III. ; thirteen cent stamps in red, 
with portrait of Kamehameha III.—Honolulu Advertiser. {The 
statement that the above specified stamps are the only ones really 
genuine, must, we think, be taken with some qualification, when 
we recal to our readers how frequently we have alluded to English 
postal authorities ignoring our higher-priced envelopes ; the French 
positively denying the existence ofthe 10 centimes a percevoir ; a 
Jamaica merchant affirming the postage stamps of Great Britain 
alone to be employed in the island he had lived in for years;a 
Spanish gentleman denying the possibility of there being such a 
value as 19 cuartos used for any stamp in his.country ; and an in- 
habitant of Liberia stating that he had never seen or heard of a 
— stamp all the time he was in the colony ! Ad/ these instances 
ave come under our own immediate notice. |—The Philatelist. 


Reminiscences of the Provisional Stamps 


of British Guiana.

“Sir, if my judgment you'll allow, 
I’ve seen—and sure I ought to know.”

A discussion, of a very positive and contradictory character, was 
carried on some time since it the Stamp Coilector’s Magazine, re- 
specting the Provisional, or as they were then called, the News- 
paper Stamps of British Guiana. As the contest served to pioneer 
the road for truth, it deserves to be recorded in the history of phil- 
ry ; for, as the fable selected for our epigraph goes on to say, 
“ All were right, and all were wrong.”’ It is, therefore, rather 
instructive to analyse the why and wherefore of the apparent con- 
tradictions (tinctured, it must be owned, with some slight adimix- 
ture of error), which then appeared so irreconcilable. 
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For the 1 sake of bre rity, the disputants may ie distinguished as 
O, P. Q. 

O. commenced the attack by the really valuable piece of infor- 
mation that he had always received these stamps on letters, while 
it so happened that he had never found one on a newspaper; hence 
justly arguing that they could not have been exclusively for news- 
papers. He also surmised that they were in use but a very short 
time. The ged writer has only met with them post marked Oct. 

and Nov., 1862. however, falls into error, in saying the pe arl 
bordered ‘stamp aan , were ge nuine. His desc ription of the position 
of the letters is useless as a test of genuineness. Being type-prin- 
ted and carelessly executed, no two, though equally genuine, are 
quite alike. The safest test for all these stamps is the unevenness 
ot the 7zner lines on each side, These in contradistinction to the 
top and bottom inner lines, are generally more or less broken, 
sometimes clearly showing four divisions. The two varieties of 
4c. blue, without inner lines, have not been forged. The central 
signature also has never yet been successfully imitated. It is so 
cramped, that till lately it was only partially deciphered. Fento- 
nia has recently pronounced the hieroglyphics to be R. M. A. 8. 
B. G. 

Then, as to the postmarks: A o 3 withouta full stop after each 
letter or figure, is undoubtedly the oldest and most common oblit- 
eration. It has been found on the ‘ Patimus”’ stamps, and on all 
succeeding issues, including the present 6 cents. The same in italics 
with intervening full stops, first came over about 1864, and now 
seems the most general mode of obliteration. O. concludes by des- 
cribing various forged post-marks, denouncing amongst others a. 
0. 1. 

P. next enters the arena, by denying that the latter post-mark is 
invariably false, protesting that he has it on genuine specimens. 
And he is quite right, only @ wee bit wrong. Had he looked a little 
closer, or availed himself of a magnifying glass. he would have 
observed that the apparent figure 1 is but the right hand stroke of 
the figure 4, which is seldom met with clearly defined. The present 
writer has this post mark on a specimen of 1853 issue, and of 1860, 
both rec e ived from Guiana, and (to quote the epigraph), ‘‘ can pro- 
duce it.’ 

Q. next has a word to say, and mentions an interesting fact, that 
he had two yellow stamps united by roulette pe rforations, one hav- 
ing the pearl border, the other grapes, thus —' that at least 
two patterns were printed off on the same sheet. He mentions a 
one cent, dark blue, the genuine nature of which the present writer 
ventures to doubt. No well authenticated dark blue are known 
except four cents, and those are bordered with patterns peculiar to 
that value only.

Q, then asserts that all genuine provisionals are authenticated by 
a signature in the centre. QO. retorts that all genuine pearl-bor- 
dered stamps have no signatures in the centre. 

Mr. Pemberton next steps in with some sensible remarks ; adding 
that there may exist a pearl bordered stamp without a central sig- 
nature, but that he could match it with a dozen genuine ones having 
a signature. The fact is, that during the short time that these 
stamps were in use, none seem to have been sold without this pre- 
cautionary mark, but afterwards a few of the surplus, thrown aside 
as wastepaper, fell into the hands of private individuals, and have 
gradually crept into collections. Consequently, although a few 
genuine provisionals are known without central signature unused, 
yet itis believed that no genuine obliterated specimen exists with- 
out it. 

The discussion still lingered on, but presents nothing worth re- 
cording. At length a very clever and well-digested article appear- 
ed in July, 1865, treating of all the stamps of British Guiana, by a 
writer who has no ‘‘known-by”’ name, who prefers doing aod to 
the cause of philately by stealth, and would perhaps ‘blush to 
find it fame.’’ The brief history of the Provisionals is in that 
article so plainly given, and the six types are so clearly defined, 
that no one need henceforth plead ignorance on the subject. 

In conclusion, the writer of these Reminisences-would add, that 
in addition to the six types above alluded to, he possesses these 
stamps in nearly every possible state, viz., without signature, un- 
used ; with signature, unused; also with signature and bearing the 
following post marks. A o 3 between lines—a o 4 between lines— 
Circle containing B G and date—-Double circle inscribed GEORGE 
TOWN, B. GUIANA, with date in centre. He also possesses them 
with the error of the little types forming the border, here and there 
reversed, or a different one inserted. He also possesses a variety of 
the 4c ‘‘fancy pattern ’’ not hitherto described. It is the lower border 
under the value, being placed the same way upwards, as the border 
at the top of the stamp, whereas the usual course of carrying the 
pattern regularly round the stamp, it generally appears just the 
reverse of the upper border. It is probable that all these stamps 
were originally perforated by the roulette.— 7he Philatelist.

LY. 
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Her Majesty’s Mailin the Far West.

‘Our English post-office is a splendid triumph of civilization.” In 
this memorable saying of Lord Macaulay, reference is made not mer- 
ely to the postal org: vnisatian of the United Kingdom. The chief office 
in London, the railway mail-vans, the travelling — offices, and 
the whole arrangements for the collection and delivery of letters, 
are wonderful results of well-devised organisation and ably-direc- 
ted labor. In all its most conspicuous parts the machinery is so 
perfect, and works with such smoothness and regularity, that we 
are apt to forget the vastness and variety of the service. But it is 
not ps a in the organisation and working of the home department 


that our English post-office is a splendid triumph of civilisation.”’ 
In the remotest bounds of the empire the service is sustained with 
marvellous results—in those regions whose wild solitudes are never 
startled by the railway whistle, nor cheered by the mail guard’s 
bugle. Yes, evenin the far-west of British America the postal 
service displays an energy, punctuality and order, such as may 
stir all other public departments to envy and emulation. The 


lonely English occupant of a hunting-station or fur-store, in the 
wilds of North West Canada, looks notin vain for the welcome 
despatches from ‘‘home.’? Where railways are not, and wheel 
varriages find no road to run upon, the mail is taken up by sledges, 
and the Indians, with their dogs, represent the officers in charge 
of Her Majesty’s mails. 

My readers will better understand the kind of outposts and sta- 
tions to which letters are conveyed, by perusing the following 
piragraph extracted from the Quebeck Chronicle:—* Travellers by 
sivamer up the Ottawa will have observed on the north shore of the 
Lake of Two Mountains a small village, situate on a cliff, showing 
a face to the of bright yellow sand; and they have been told that 
they see an Indian village. The community here resident have 


just petitioned for the establishment among them of a post-office. 


The memorial has ‘the signatures of Irroquois and Algonquin 
chiefs—Saotis-kurai-iarakoen-kane-gatake, Jakomisakie, L. Satex- 
asenoten, Sosekatsien Haienton, B. ‘Kekatewaj e, and others, It is 
proposed to give the village the name of Oka.’ 

But the postal service in Canada reaches far beyond such villa- 
ges as Oka, whose population rejoices in names astounding to a 
London letter-carrier. During part of the year, Her Majesty’ s 
mails are sometimes forwarded two thousand miles, after losing the 
help of all steam or horse-power. 

In the summer months, the mails are conveyed to all the settle- 
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ments along the lake shores by steam-vessels; and these huge 
fresh-water seas afford every facility for a safe and rapid naviga- 
tion. But when the lakes are covered with a stratum of ice, strong 
enough and of sufficient thickness to bear up the traffic of London, 
then a very different system of transport is necessitated. Contracts 
are entered into by the postal authorities, for the transmission 0, 
the mails, with persons who quite understand the work. Through 
out all the lake districts on Lakes Huron and Superior the con- 
tracts are generally sub-let to Indian’ and half. breeds, who travel 
on snow shoes, and pack the mail bags upon light sleighs, which 
are tugged along by six dogs, worked in pairs side by side, By 
providing frequent‘relays, and, at the same time, being perfect 
masters in the art of travel, these hardy mail carriers contrive to 
transport the letters at the rate of about sixty miles a day. 

It was once my misfortune, when cruising in a little schooner 
upon Lake Huron, to be caught in the ice, and to be frozen in hard 
and fast near a settlement called Cas-ka-awning. As the dwellers 
at this desolate village had no more provisions for the six months 
of biting winter before them than were barely sufficient to supply 
their own wants, I had no alternative but to pack up a small bun- 
dle of necessaries, put on my snow shoes, and tramp off for the 
nearest place whereat | could pass the winter: leaving my vessel 
and my tiny crewto take care of themselves as best they could. 
The haven of refuge towards which I bent my steps was the Bruce 
mine—a copper mine situated on the north shore of Lake Huron. 

Winter commences in this icy region about the beginning of 
October, and when once the Ice is fairly ‘‘set’’ on the lakes, all 
communication with the rest of the world is entirely cut off—ex- 
cepting the travellor resorts to the employment of snow shoes and 
dog sleighs—until May in the year following. As an illustration 
of the intensity of the cold, I may state that the carcases of sheep, 
pigs, and bullocks. intended to be stored for the maintainance of 
the miners and their families during the winter, are exposed to the 
air immediately after they are killed and skinned, until frozen as 
hard as marble. After that. they are hung up in large sheds to be 
consumed as required. The freezing is a perfect preservative: meat 
so treated, if kept from thawing, would remain sound and good for 
years. To be eaten, a joint is chopped off with an axe, soaked in 
tepid water until sufficiently thawed, and then cooked in any man- 
ner best suited to the tastes of those who are a going to devour it. 

But my present object is to tell how, in this out-of-the-way place, 
our commurication with the rest of the world was kept up, and to 
describe Her Majesty’s mail in these regions. 

I have sometimes travelled with the mail carriers from place to 
along the route, and I can truthfully say that it is scarcely possible 
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to picture a more weird scene of desolation than a wide expanse of 
frozen lake, covered thickly with snow, presents to the eye, more 
especially when journeying through the night—a course generaliy 
followed if there happen to be a sufficiency of light to discover the 
tract. Night travelling is always preferable, because the snow is 
less trying to the eyes by night than it is during the day; hence 
the risk of becoming snow blind is materially diminished. Noth- 
ing seems to retain any semblance to reality as we tramp along the 
snowy waste, with the dogs trotting after, jingling their sleigh bells. 
The silvery moon spreads her pale light upon the snow, and the 
rays, instead of being absorbed or reflected, seem, by some myste 
rious agency, to accumulate, until one is tempted to believe him- 
self splashing through a shallow lake of light. Every visible 
object appears to be transformed into something intangible and un- 
real; the tracts upon the snow grow into huge proportions; trees 
dotted along the lake shore resemble giants such as we read of in 
fairy tales; a hillock of drifted snow takes the appearance of a 
mountain. Now one fancies that rippling water is directly in the 
path, which, on a nearer approach, proves to be snow ridged by 
the breeze, reflecting the light from the burnished facets of its 
mpriad crystals. Anon, you feel certain that a deep ravine is 
directly inthe way, the gloomy depths of which will have to be 
traversed; but the heart throbs more lightly when the imaginary 
cleft turns out to be only the shadow of a passing cloud. The 
silence is intense, and the listening ear fails to catch the faintest 
sounds, except it be the breathing of the panting dogs, the cheery 
tinkle of their neck bells, and the rough crunch, crunch of the 
snow shoes as they splinter the erisply-frozen crust upon the snow. 
How vividly these scenes come back to my memory! I can recal!] 
even now the various incidents that marked each night's journey 
over the ice covered waters of Lake Huron. 

The arrival of the mails at the mines was so punctual, that the 
day on which they were expected was kept as a kind of general 
holiday. The miners left their work, and the women and children 
their warm stoves, to group together upon the landing place where 
the sleigh track led off across the lake; and it was quite a study 
to watch the many anxious faces gazing intently into the hazy 
distance, in hopes of being first to catch a glimpse of the bearers 
of the good or bad news, as perchance it might turn out to be, from 
the ‘‘old country.”’ 

The keenest and best sighted at last proclaims the coming of the 
mail; others very soon make it out—a mere speck, however, as yet 
—moving over the snow towards the mines. hears and nearer the 
loaded sleighs approach, and soon they are at the landing, when 
fifty willing hands rapidly unpack the sleighs, and sturdy men 
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rush off with the bs ags of letters to the primitive post office. The ‘re 
is no such institution as a postman; henee the delivery is managed 
in thistashion: ‘The postmaste r unlocks and unseals the letter bags, 
and tumbles their contents out upon a large table; then, picking 
up a letter and reading the address, he proclaims, in a stentorian 
tone of voice, that there is a letter for—say Jack Robinson; then 
Jack Robinson comes to the front, and if there is any postage’due, 
he has to pay it before he can obtain his letter; and so on. the post- 
master reads the addresses and delivers the letters until the stock 
isexhausted. The post office presents a singular ‘spectacle after 
the distribution of the mail, which comes only about once a month. 
The assembly divide into little groups, and each group has its own 
joys and sorrows. All is in public, compared with the privacy with 
which letters at home are perused. Soon the groups break up and 
disappear, and each goes back to his daily avoeation ;the Indians 
and the dog-sleighs take their departure; and everything settles 
down into the hum-drum routine of daily life at the mines, until the 
recurrence of another month brings about a similar scene on the 
arrival of her Majesty’s mail.—Zeisure Hour. 





Russian Locals. 
In the August number of the ** JouRNAL.”’ we gave a complete 
history of these stamps, and since then we have described another 
variety which we had an opportunity of examining, and from the 
appearance should certainly pronounce it genuine, Since that 
time we have been favored with the perusal of a coe letter from 


a well-known amateur to a gentleman here, in which he says—* I 
have written to the postmasters of Bogoradsk Schlusselberg and 
Borsertchi, and from the first two I received answer that local 
stamps did not exist in their districts, and the third did not take the 
trouble to answer me atall. But not satisfied with that, as Schlus- 
selburg lies only about 45 miles from St. Petersburg. I took a 
trip to it, still to no purpose, as I was positively assured by the 
Mayor there, that they never had been issued, so what conclusion 
are we tocome to * * * JT have never seen any on letters, but 
have had all the specimens described in the American Journal of 
Philately, excepting the Schlusselburg one.’ After reading this, 
we could only echo the writer's words, ‘* what conclusions are we 
to come to.’’> First, we have the stamps vouched for by persons 
we considered above suspicion, and another great thing in their 
favor is that they have not got common, which, if they had have 
been humbugs, they very likely would have, as of course it would 
be useless for a person to go to the expense of engraving and prin- 
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ting stamps if they did not sell them afterwards. erry now we 
have the assurance from a well-known Philatelic amateur, whose 
testimony is unpeachable, that two of the postmasters who are said 
to have issued thene stamps, denied all knowledge of them, and the 
Mayor of another of the districts states positively that there were 
never any issued in his district. After this, speculation is useless, 
we can only await further information, which we can assure our 
readers, that we have several persons in different parts of Russia, 
commissioned to procure at any cost.

Valuable Stamps. 

Several writers have come forward from time to time in defence 
of stamp collecting; various reason have been advanced to sup- 
port the views of the different writers on the subject. Some advo- 
sate their being collected as works of art—others as illustrating 
the history, geography, heraldry, or biography of the several coun- 
tries issuing postage stamps. 

I have no doubt whatever that in many instances such exposi- 
tions have led to diligent inquiries on the above subjects. There is, 
however, one exquisite pleasure connected with the collection of 
postage stamps, which as far as lam aware, has been almost un- 
touched by any writer up tothe present time: This I intend to 
take up in the present paper—‘ Valuable stamps.’’ At the men- 
tion of these words the thoughts of most collectors will at once turn 
to such stamps as the embossed Natals, rare New Granad: is, Cape 
blocks, 1d. blue and 4d. red; British Guianas, 1850: Buenos Ayres, 
steam-ship and Gaucho series, &c., &e. The stamps! allude to do 
not necessarily embrace any of these, yet they are no less prized 
because they are of more unpretending character. What I con- 
sider valuable or precious stamps can be easily divided into three 
distinct classes : lst, stamps received from friends abroad ; 2d, 
stamps received from acquaintances who have friends or corres- 
pondents in foreign lands; and 3d, stamps curiously cancelled 
purchased from dealers. 

Three-and-twenty years ago, a young man emigrated to the U. 
S. we had been friends and companions from boyhood up till that 

eriod: For several years his letters came duly postmarked, ‘‘ Paid 
in America ;”’ at last they began to arrive prepaid with stamps 
my first acquaintance with foreign stamps beganthen. I often ex 
amined the plain-looking things, and woundered what varieties of 
color and values they issued, and whether England and United 
States were the only countries that used postage stamps. My al- 
bum contains nearly the whole of the 1851 issue, anda few of the 
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older envelopes received on letters from that friend, who also sent 
me the 5 aad lu cent notes—‘‘postage currency.’ A single glance 
at any of these recalls many a happy hour of boyhood, many a 
pleasant ramble through green fields and country lanes, when 
plans for the future were made which were never realized; they 
also recall many a petty mischief committed, for which we were 
afterwards punished with the pedagogue’s cane. That page in any 
album conjures up thoughts and feelings such as no other can pro- 
duce. 

My next acquaintance with stamps commenced shortly after an 
only brother went to Victoria. He started for the Gold Fields of 
that colony soon after their discovery, in hopes of acquiring a 
fortune. After six years spent at the diggings, he returned as weal- 
thy as when he left Old England. As mementos of that voyage, I 
have the Vietoria 1d. and 3d. half-length portrait of Queen, 2d. 
aud 6d. Queen enthroned, 6d. orange with POSTAGE STAMP at sides, 
and the old‘: barbaric’ 1s. octagonal. As soon as the news of 
the gold discoveries in British Columbia reached England, he 
started again for that dreary region. After terrible suffering on 
the road to Cariboo, he took, as hunters say, the *‘ back track ”’ 
for Vancouver's Island. The only sovenir I possess of that disas - 
trous vampaign consists 0 a hand-stamped oval, Post OFFICE, PAID, 
VICTORIA, VANCOUVER’S ISLAND. He next made his way to Cali- 
fornia to try his fortune there; he has added to my album from 
thence most of the United States 1861 issue, with a few of the later 
envelopes; also a Wells, Fargo & Co., OVER OUR CALIFORNIA: AND 
COAST ROUTES; and the 5 and 10 cent notes—** fractional currency.”’ 

The foregoing constitute my first-class of valuable stamps. 
though it may be of little value commercially, I look upon them 
as the greatest rarieties in my albums, and in fact I could not be 
induced to relinquish any of them on any account. 

Of the second class, being those received from friends at home, I 
possess about fifty varieties. I consider the following worthy of 
mention, having received most of them when my knowledge of 
stamps was exceedingly limited. The first is the 3 kr. blue, Baden 
arms. This was the earliest foreign stamp I ever had excepting 
some of those previously mentioned from the United States. Then 
follow the Mecklenburg Schwerin, $s. red, in fours; Denmark, 8s. 
square; Cape of Good Hope, 1d. triangular; Canadian, 3d. beaver 
and 10d. blue; New Zealand, 2d. on blue paper, &c. I looked 
upon these as wonderful things at the time, and though never re- 
garded with the same feelings as those of the first class, 1 would 
not willingly part with any of them. 

The third-class I look upon as mere curiosities of cancellation. 
I have the following purchased from dealers during the past five or 
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six years, which I consider worthy of notice: Thurn and Taxis, 
north, 3s. gr. russet, obliterated with the name of some town, with 
date 1863 below. Thisis the only Thurn and Taxis stamp I ever 
met with defaced, except with the number and concentric rings. 
The English 4d. and 6d., without letters, cancelled with the letter 
C; this [ have been informed is the Gibraltar mark, Then I have 
the large-letters English, 3d.,4d., 6d., 1s. and 5s. marked ‘*Malta”’ 
and the present 1d. with the Brunswick star; Hanover, 1 gr. rose, 
Prussia, 3 s. gr. 1858, and 3 s. gr. arms, all cancelled ‘‘ Hamburg”? ; 
Lubeck, 2 sch., obliterated with three concentric rings enclosing a 
large L; Hong Kong. 8 cents, defaced with a circular star of long 
and short lines alternately; and lastly, East India, 8 pies, cancel- 
led ‘* Times of India,’’ printed in three lines across the face of the 
stamp. 

It will be at once seen from what I have written, that there may 
be collections of stamps, of little value commercially, that may be 
more prized by their owners, and a source of more real pleasure, 
than the possession of the greatest rarieties would be. I should 
think there can be very fewcollections which are unadorned with 
some of the varieties of valuable stamps I have mentioned; and 
there is no doubt but collectors who can count such treasures by 
hundreds. I consider my own collection very poor, as far as num- 
bers are considered, in valuable or curiously postmarked stamps; 
and I should not have held it up to the public, if the subject had 
not been entirely overlooked by postage stamp writers. I should 
like very much to see some of the princes of the philatelie world 
come forward and give us a sketch or tracing of their possessions 
in the curiously marked kinds. There is no doubt but it would 
give great pleasure to many collectors, who do not possess many 
such ; and I am sure it would to the present writer, who is a de- 
voted admirer of rare, valuable, and curiously-cancelled postage 
stamps.—Stamp Collector’ s Magazine.

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Post-paid Envelopes. 


Mr. Prim tells us that the idea ofa post-paid envelope, origina- 
ted early in the reign of Louis XIV. with M. de Valfyer, who, in 
1653, established (with royal approbation) a private penny post, 
peeing boxes at the corners of the streets for the reception of 
etters wrapped up in envelopes, which were to be boughtat offices 
established for that purpose. M. de Valfyer also had printed 
certain forms of billets or notes, applicable to the ordinary busi- 
ness among the inhabitants of great towns, with blanks which were 
to be filled up by the pen with such special matter as might com- 
plete the writer's object. One of these billets has been preserved 
to our times by a pleasant misapplication of it. Pelissen (Mad- 
dame de Sevignes’ friend,and the object of the ‘‘ bon mot,”’ that ‘‘ he 
abused the privilege which men have of being ugly,’’ was amused 
at this kind of skeleton correspondence, and under the affected 
name of Pisandre, (according to the pedantic fashion of the day) 
he filled up and addressed one of these forms to the celebrated 
Mademoisselle de Scuderie in her pseudonyme of Sappho. This 
strange ‘‘ billet deux’’ has happened, from the celebrity of the 
parties, to be preserved, and is still extant—one of the oldest it is 
presumed of penny post letters, a curious example of a prepaying 
envelope, a new proof of the adage that ‘‘there is nothing new 
under the sun.”’ 

The above is taken from Dr. Bombanglis’ book, ‘‘ Gleanings 
Srom the Harvest Fields of Literature.’ This work should be pos-

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A Schoolboy’s Collection. 

Thursday, Dec. 11th, 1868.—This my eighteenth birthday. I 
am hardly a boy any longer. I am arrived at that age when I 
might be termed—were I by chance todo something very brave— 
an ‘‘ heroic youth :”’ or, where I to commit some very reprehensi- 
ble action, a ‘‘ misguided lad.’’ My old maiden aunts may even 
style me in derision, a ‘‘ hobbledehoy,’’ but I can afford to smile 
at even such a remark as that—the unkindest cut of all—for am I 
not away from home, earning my Own bread/ and no man can do 
better then that. Yes, away from home, sitting her in my little 
room, alone, in the midst of a great city. Butif my thought did 
not wander back of themselves to quiet little house a hundred-and- 
thirty miles away, I have plenty of things to remind me of it, little 
souvenirs which my mother and sisters packed into my trunk that 
sunny day, now more than a year-and-a-half ago—aye, and there 
resting on the shabby book-rack is my old collection of stamps, 
side by side with the newer and more brilliant book in which I now 
arrange my possessions. Let me look through itoncemore. Tam 
glad I did not dismantle it for the benefit of the new book. Al- 
most every stamp it contains-—even the forgeries which plentifully 
besprinkle it —possesses associations of its own, and helps to bring 
back to the mind those happy school-days which, whilst they last- 
ed, I thought so little of. Ah! how carefully,I used to stick my 
stamps down, and consequently how ‘‘cockled”’ every page! An 
Oppen’s album, and a good one too in its time, though when it 
came into my lands some of its pristine brilliancy had worn off, 
for its first possessor, Jack Rose, was not too careful of it. I paid 
well for it, not in money though, schoolboys are seldom troubled 
with too much of that ; with them pens, marbles, and a dozen other 
such things have regular currency, and a boy is not looked up to 
so much because his father has a substantial balance at the 
bank, as because he himself has a substantial hoard of marbles. 
My chief wealth at the time when I coveted this album was a case 
of butterflies, on which IL vastly prided myself. I had been a whole 
twelvemonth collecting them, and could showa by no means bad 
assortment of tigers, elephants, and magpies—of the moth kind 
But my passion for butterflies had taken wing, and the charms of 
entomology paled before the newer attractions of timbrophily. 
Rose’s collection of stamps, numbering in all some 300, was the 
admiration ofthe school. It wasa veritable triton among minnows, 
and with the desire to collect came an eager wish to become pos- 
sessor of this paragon. I negociated with its owner, but at first 
unsuccessfully. He was deaf to the voice of the charmer—marbles 
he scorned, and he had a soul high elevated above buttons. My 
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case of butterflies alone seemed worthy to compare, in his eyes, 
with his nonpareil album. And soit went, and in return the album 
became mine. How carefully I enveloped it in the cleanest availa-. 
ble piece of newspaper, and deposited it in the very botton of my 
box, after a long examination of its contents. How I gloated over 
every stamp, and scacely dared to guess at the enormous value of 
the whole. Well, Ishould’nt like to lay this book before a brother 
amateur now, butin those old days it stood me well, and, small as 
I was, I rose greatly in the estimation of my friends as its 
owner. 

Turning over its crumpled pages, I can hardly help laughing at 
the strange mixture of specimens it contains. What pieces of 
stamps ! what forgeries ! and all stuck down firmly asif the whole 
collection were to be handed down from generation to generation 
as an heirloom. But to a schoolboy what did it matter? the 
squares were filled ; the various issues were in some disreputable 
manner represented, and that was enough. 

Pasted in with the stamps proper, are cuts from newewspapers, 
and receipt labels, some of the latter showing upvery well. Chief 
among them are some large Indian stamps, which my elder brother, 
who has been several voyages to the other hemisphere, brought 
me home. These, however, are uot the only ones which 1 owe to 
him. Coming back some two years ago, he putin at St. Helena, 
and remembering that his little brother at lesa in England was 
a stamp-collector, went up to the post-office, and obtained the entire 
set of provisionals—all new—and gave them to me on his arrival! 
Those stamps were my pride, and the envy of my friends, and I 
hope never to part with them. 

Still casually turning the leaves, I come upon the Ionian squares ; 
two out of the three are ornamented with rank forgeries. I paid 
dear for those, and considered them great acquisitions ; it was no 
slight disappointment, then, to find afterwards that they were 
worthless. 

That green two-grote Breman has been another source of vexa- 
tion in its time, for I bought it asa choice variety. The St. Lucia 
counterfeit I believed in until quite a recent date, and the black 
one-crazia Tuscany was to me no less an unquestionably genuine 
stamp, until I submitted my book to older and wiser collectors. 

Scattered through the book are some dozen or more new and 
good stamps, which a dear old friend bought and sent to me as a 
present not long before he left England. He was several years 
older than me, in fact I had been at one time his fag, but between 
the big boy and the little one there was always a warm friendship ‘ 
and when, having received an appointment in a foreign house, 
Martin was obliged to leave rather hurriedly, and could not wish 
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Here on the French page is a reminder of another old friend, or 
rather of a a friend of the family, in the shape of an obliterated 40 
. cent stamp, which came on a letter, almost the only one I receifed 
from him. This Austrian two kr. I took from off a circular which 
was sent to my father; these New South Wales emissions I purcha 
at a nominal price from a school-fellow, whose initial, ‘‘N,”’ still 
appears in the corners.

The Stamps of Tasmania. 

These stamps, though not perhaps of such interest as some of the 
other colonies, are still well worth studying; and to the best of our 
recollection, no paper has hitherto been published respecting them. 
We ourselves should hardly venture to write upon cual well known 
stamps, were we not in possession of some details which reach us 
from an official source, and are in part confirmatory, in part sup- 
plementary, to those already recognised. Our correspondent, who 
spent some years in T'asmania,was ——— in 1864, one of the 
commissioners for reviewing all the departments of the govern- 
ment, of which, of course, the post office formed one. The manip- 
ulation and supply of stamps was an important item in the en- 
quiry inthe prosecution of which he obtained information of the 
exact dates of the emission of the several series. We regret he 
has not given us this information respecting a// the series; he yro- 
bably has thought it unnecessary to do so respecting the later 
issues, but in point of fact, there is a degree of uncertainty as to 
their date of emission, which we, unassisted, cannot clear up. 

The first series, consisting of two stamps, appeared in Oct., 1853. 
The one penny was printed in a uniform clear blue tint. The four 
pence, however, was not printed with the same attention to color; 
hence we find it in three very distinct shades: red, orange and 
light brown. The design was of an exceedingly simple character, 
and asmay be supposed was fabricated in the colony. The Qneen’s 
head appears upon the penny enclosed in an oval band, on which 
are inscribed the words VAN DIEMAN’S LAND, ONE PENNY; which 
again, is contained in a square lined frame with notched corners ; 
tie fourpence, by far the commoner of the two varieties, shows 
the Queen’s head within a circular frame, bearing the same inscrip- 
tion as the penny, the value alone being changed; and the design 
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is completed by an external octagonal-lined frame. Of the two, 
the penny is at once the simpler and morv pleasing, but both are 
extremely crude. These two stamps were, until very recently, the 
only ones with the Queen’s head turned to the right. The paper 
on which they are printed is thick but spongy. We are not sure 
that these values were used for commercial as well as postal pur- 
poses, although we are not ignorant of the fact, that they are 
generally met with bearing a pen-and-ink obliteration. Without 
the means of referring to any quantity at preseut, and writing 
therefore entirely from memory, we do not reccollect ever observing 
the mention of any sum of money forming part of the cancellation. 
Probably with the postal organisation in a primitive state, the offi- 
cials, at least in the out-of-the-way settlements, had time to write 
the name of their office, as well as the date of forwarding, over the 
stamp. This question, however, we must leave open; and in 
finally taking leave of the first issue, we have only to notice the ° 
fact, that the values were printed in sheets of 24 stamps. 

The second type (head of Queen on an engine-turned ground) 
was issued in October, 1855. Levrault erroneously gives lst Octo- 
ber, 1858, as the date of emission. Of this second type there are 
three values. One penny red, twopence green, fourpence blue. 
These were first emitted unperforated and in deep tints. We give 
the generic tints above ; the actual shades were, for this first edition, 
dark carmine, dark green (a rich color), and thick blue, and it ap- 
= on a laid bluish-tinted paper, watermarked with a star. 

ometime after a second edition appeared on unwatermarked pa- 
per and in lighter colors, that is to say, carmine, light 
green, and blue. We cannot give the exact date of ap- 
pearance of these stamps. but we should be inclined to put it 
as 1857 ; it must certainly have been earlier then 1858, as in that 
year appeared the two higher values which we areabout to notice, 
which were on paper watermarked with a figure; and no doubt, 
had the first supply of the low values been exhausted at the same 
time as or after the emission of the 6d. and 1s., the figure-water- 
marked paper would have been employed as for them.—TZo be con.

The lilac 6d. and red shilling, both of which show the Queen’s 
portrait in a peculiar octagonal frame, were issned on the 1st Janu- 
ary, 1858. Hn passant, we may observe, that Levrault gives no 
date of emission for these, but places a note of interrogation as to 
the date before the description. He gives the first colors of the 
sixpence as violet and grey-lilac ; the shilling was then, as it still 
is, simply red ; our correspondent terms it dark orange. As above 
observed, the paper was watermarked with a figure, the shilling 
bearing the number 12 in place of the usual denominator. 

At an uncertain date, the penny, two-penny, and fourpenny 
stamps were issued on paper watermarked with a figure represent-— 
ing the value. Levrault places the time at 1863, but does not pro- 
fess to give the date authoritatively, and we ourselves should be 
inclined to give a rather earlier date. Assuming that the unwatér— 
marked stamps were issued about 1857, they would, according to 
Levrault, have hada currency of about six years—rather a long 
period for an issue which was very probably issued for provisional 
use. The higher values were issued atthe beginning of 58, on the 
figure watermarked paper: and, no doubt, had the stock of the 
lower ones lasted until that date, they would likewise have been re- 
issued on that paper ; butas it was exhausted earlier, some tem- 
porary provision had to be made for meeting the requirements of 
the service. On our supposition, a very moderate stock would 
have been printed, calculated to suffice for only a short period ; and 
arguing from this theory, we should be disposed to place the date 
of the emission of the figure series at about 1860 at the latest. 
This point, however, is capable of proof, by examination of a 

uantity of obliterated specimens ; or, better still, by the officially- 
derived information which it is in our correspondent’s power to 
furnish. 

With the appearance of these figure-watermarked stamps, the 
list of emissions proper closes ; but, as all the world knows, the 
Tasmanian ‘series exists perforated as well as unperforated ; and it 
is generally understood that the perforation isthe work of some 

rivate person orcompany, The fact is mentioned by Levrault in 

is catalogue, and confirmed by Dr. Magnus in his paper on den- 
ticulations. Who it is that, apparently without hope of reward, 
performs this public service is entirely unknown. Ifthe generally 
accepted statement on this point be true, it forms one of the most 
curious incidents in postage-stamp annals. This private perfora— 
tion has been going on for years, and the work too is well done; a 
fresh machine even has been employed, and and in place of being 
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perforated, with 13 dents to the guage, the higher values now come 
over showing only 10. 

This matter, in some degree, escaped our attention up to the 
present time ; we have been content, in fact, to accept the common 
statement, that the perforation is the fruit of private enterprise, but 
we think it is now time this statement should be put the test. If it 
be true, the name of the firm or indiviual by whom the work is 
done can be easily ascertained, and will well deserve publicity: if 
not, the sooner the popular error is exploded the better.

Notes on the Proofs and Essays of Great 
Britain. 

BY THE AUTHOR OF ‘‘THE POSTAGE STAMPS OF BRITISH GUIANA. 

For some time pastit has been our intention to present to our 
readers a few remarks on the essays of ourcountry ; chiefly regard- 
ing them from a collector’s point of view. We have rather delayed 
fulfilling our self-imposed task, in expectation of the appearance 
ofthe elaborate History of the Introduction of Cheap Postage, upon 
which Sir Rowland Hill has for so long been engaged, butas our 
purpose is entirely distinct from his, and our facts and notes chiefly 
such as would interest the philatelic community, we no longer de- 
lay the following paper. Whenever Sir R. Hills work appears 
from the press, no doubt many of our surmises and guesses will be 
resolved by the official information from which he will be able to 
compile, and it is not only at the risk, but with the certainty, that 
cana of what here will be submitted is tentative, and may contain 
erroneous inferences, that we present it, for what itis worth, to our 
readers, indulgence, In justice fo ourselves, we premise that we 
are rather attempting to supply a want long felt by all collectors, 
viz., an approximatively correct list and description of the known 
proofs and essays of Great Britain, rather than a complete history 
of our postal system, such as Sir Rowland Hill promises. 

In enumerating and describing the following stamps and essays, 
we have most sedulously taken the descriptions from ‘actual speci- 
mens, to which, in but one or two instances (and those duly noted), 
we have had access; and we think we may safely affirm, that with 
the exception of the official archives of the general pee, there 
is no collection of importance in this country which has not been 
consulted for the purpose of adding to, and verifying our results. 

Foreign catalogue-makers and writers have naturally been de- 
ficient in their attempts to deal with English essays, and when we 
look on what has been done inthis respect by those who publish 
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ed their works here, we cannot wonder at the imperfections ap.- 
parent in compilations made abroad. 

Mount Brown, in the first and second editions of his catalogue, 
1862, pp. 21, 22, chronicles five essays. The third edition, of De- 
cember, .1862, makes the division into stamp and envelope essays, 
and comprises some ten of the former, reckoning varieties of color, 
and a like number of the latter. Tne fourth edition, May, 1863, 
has nearly twenty envelope essays while the 5th (and last) of March. 
1864. comprehends twenty-seven stamp, and fifty-four envelope es- 
says, a list very far from complete, even so far as mere private col- 
lections have gone. Mount sevntte great merit was, that he most. 
ly collated his descriptions against the stamps themselves, and he 
formed his list chiefly on the well-known collection of the late Rev. 
F. J. Stainforth, who was one of the first and most diligent collect- 
ors of that period. So far as Mount Brown goes, his descriptions 
may usually be relied on. Where he fails is in taking from report 
colors which he never verified, and some of which do not exist. 

Dr. J. E. Gray, of the zoological department in the British 
Museum, has published a catalogue, the four editions of which 
testify to its pt a In the last edition, 1866, pp. 155—162, 
the author describes some thirty-three distinct kinds of essays, 
ranging them under adhesive stamp and envelope designs, and 


these, reckoning each color as a variety, would er amount 


to some hundred or more. Dr, Gray had in hisalbum, which pass- 
ed into the hands of the writer ofthese lines, a very fine collection 
of such essays, chiefly in envelopes, acquired through the kindness 
of Mr. C. F. Whiting, Beaufort House, Strand, whose name is so 
well known in connexion with our postal reform. Dr. Gray pos- 
sessed nearly all the stamps he describes, and if his descriptions 
err at all, it is on the ground re are over elaborate and minute. 
Their accuracy is very great, and, assuming the doctor to be right 
in his principle of description (and scientifically no doubt he is), 
his execution is nearly perfect. Our view, however, is, that for a 
catalogue it suffices to say as much as will identify clearly and pre- 
vent confusion, and that there is no need of a written photograph 
of each specimen. For some colors the doctor trusted to Mount 
Brown, who unfortunately catalogued several which never existed. 
We shall often return to the doctor’s catalogue, and make use of 
it hereafter. Bellars and Davie in 1864 published a second edition 
of The Standard Guideto Postage-Stamp Collecting. In part ii., 
p. 100, they enumerate a few English ge be but in number and 
accuracy are far behind Mount Brown. Inthe Magasin Pittoresque, 
for 1863, M. N. Rondot describes a large number of essays but his 
pa rs rather trench on the subject which Sir Rowlan Hill will 
y deal with, and though excellent for reference, they fail to 
present any adequate idea of the present state of our collections. 





The above, with occasional and disconnected notices of particular 
stamps and essays in the pages of The Stamp Collector's Magazine 
and The Philatelist, we believe, include all the available and ace 
cessible British written sources of information on the subject. 

M. Oscar Berger-Levrault, in the preface to his catalogue, June, 
1867, p. vii., speaks of his intention to publish a second part, com- 
prehending essays, proofs, stamps proposed, &c. 

In anticipation, then, in part of What Sir Rowland Hill may en- 
lighten us with, and in part of what M, Berger-Levrault may con- 
pile, we now proceed to render our mite of assistance to our fellow- 
collectors. Considerable difficulty has arisen in forming a decision 
on the mode of arrangement to be adopted, but for reasons sufficient- 
ly disclosed hereafter, we ultimely preferred to treat of 

I. Specimens and proofs of stamps. and envelopes as actually 
issued, 

Il. Official proofs of stamps and envelopes in different colors to 
those finally adoped. 

III. Proofs of stamps and envelopes which were finally adoped, 
but showing differences in the state of the die or the design. 

IV. Official propositions of the postal authorities. 

V. Designs and propositions submitted for approval, but never 
adopted. 

VIL. Miscellaneous, not falling within the above divisions. 
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L.-—First, then. Specimens and proofs of stamps and envelopes 
as actually issued. Whenever the postal authorities of Great 
Britain put a stamp or envelope in circulation for public use, the 
practice is to obliterate a number of specimens by marking them 
with some defacement, so as to prevent their use for postal purposes. 
and to circulate them among the various post offices throughout 
the country, in order to accustom ‘the officials to the form and ap- 
pearance of thestamp. The most usual method of achieving this 
object, is to print the word SPECIMEN in black ink, across the face 
of the stamp in a straight line, horizontally or vertically. The 
lettering is g-neally in what printers call Egyptian type, some- 
times thicker than at others. 

The stamps and envelopes thus marked are,in our judgment, 
well worthy of a place in all collections; being early impressions 
of the die, and in the originally selected colors, they are normal 
types of the value. 

Ve are not aware of any of the penny or twopenny stamps 
being thus marked, until the penny red of 1854 (it. large crown), 
and the twopence blue of 1841. (7i/. small crown), perforated 14, 
were sent out, marked sPECIMEN. These are very scarce and diffi- 
cult to obtain. It may here be remarked in passing, that copies of 
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the penny adhesive stamp. red, fi7. small crown, and perforated 14, 
can be found ; it is therefore incorrect to suppose that they were 
only issued perforated 16. We have also been able to verify this 
fact for the twopence blue, white lines, same watermark. The 
threepenny, fourpenny, sixpenny, ninepenny, and one shilling, of 
1855-6, and of 1862, are readily to be found, marked sPpEcIMEN: 
and the comparatively rare fourpenny on blue paper, bearing the 
smaller garter for the watermark, is to be thus met. So also are 
he embossed sixpenny, tenpenny. and one shilling of 1842, with 
like threads and no date. We have a copy of the one shilling of 
his issue, with SPECIMEN printed in red letters. 





The Curiosity Cabinet. 
COLLECTING POSTAGE STAMPS. 

How much do you charge for a full collection of postage stamps ? 
is a question we are often asked, but find it very dificult to answer, 
‘and those who have tried the experiment of obtaining one, will 
almost feel inclined to envy the blissful ignorance of the pro- 
pounder. To its votaries, like the a of the desert, its en- 
chanting vision beckons and recedes, and though often apparently 
within reach of the pursuer its attainment can never be realized. 
But while it is impossible to obtain a complete collection, even a 
moderate number of carefully selected and well-arranged stamps, 
are a source of great gratification to the possessor, and when care- 
fully examined, combining as they do the study of geography, 
history, art, and political economy, it is not surprising that what 
at first sight, appears but trifling, could be one of the favorite 
— of pursuit with people of culture and taste. 

ut few of those who commence have any adequate idea of what 
constitutes a good collection, and it is generally by repeated fail- 
ures that the foundation for one is laid. Many people supposing 
that it is only necessary to procure a fine album, and that by ex- 
pending a certain amount of money, he will have a collection of 
which he may justly be proud, commences collecting with great 
zeal, but soon finding that the album is incomplete, or has spaces 
for worthless impostures; or that he has put in many torn or 
easy stamps, which ruin the appearance of all: sells out in 
Sante, and represents the whole affair as a swindle. 
* * * * * * * 

In making up a collection, all torn or badly-defaced specimens 
should be rejected, the perforation or margin kept entire, and the 
envelope stamps cut square or kept whole. After soaking the 
stamp, use pure strained gum Arabic only. Revenue stamps of 
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all nations — ours for liquor and tobacco), may be included, 
also genuine locals; some prefer used, others, unused stamps, and 
all who avoid the errors we have described. will have an ornament 
with which few wil! be willing to part. 


A Post Office Incident. 

The following incident, said to have taken place in Paris, is so 
good, and contains such a capital moral for the edification of peo- 
ple prone to find fault with the postmasters, that we translate it

‘: Well, I say it does happen, and what’s more, that it happened 
to day—-there !’ 

‘*- And I tell you again that it is impossible that it should be so.” 

** But it is a person of my acquaintance to whom I wrote yester- 
day, and whose letter I prepaid, who says she had to pay for it too. 
She was furious about it, and I don’t wonder she was; for I wrote 
to her concerning my own affairs, and she had to pay the postage. 
It's downright robbery. I say !’’ Thereupon the widow kicked up 
such a rumpus thatit was found to be necessary to call ina 

liceman, and take her before amagistrate. Instead of pacifying 

Madam Richard, this proceeding nearly threw her into the last 
degree of exasperation. Although the officer requested her to as- 
sume a proper line of conduct,the widow persised in her fury—and 
stam ed nnd screamed most uproariously. 

“To be told, too, that I don’t know whatI done with it!’ she 
cried. 

** Done with what ?’ inquired the magistrate. 

‘“‘ The receipt,’’ answered the widow : ‘‘the receipt which proves 
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pod I prepaid the letter”’ So saying, she fumbled in all her 
ets. 

‘There, she exclaimed suddently, “ ve got it! Here it is!’ 

And she exhibited triumphantly to the magistrate—what you 
imagine ? a Postage Stamp! The poor lady had taken it asa re- 
ceipt for the money she had paid to the clerk, and had treasured 
it sacredly, instead of sticking it on the letter. 

The blunder was duly explained to her amid the laughter of the 
spectators. She promply acknowledged her fault, and regretting 
H 0 had given way to her anger, begged the Court to deal leniently 
with her, pleading her ignorance as the cause of the storming and 
abuse of which she stood convicted. 

The court took the culprit’s general good’conduct into considera- 
tion, 0s well as her contrition and fined her 16 frances enly.—Stamp 
Collector’ s Gazette.

Boypb’s CITY EXPRESS POST 2CENTs in oval band, eagle on globe 
in centre large size, black impression on green glazed paper. This 
stamp was used in 1846. The stamp this description is taken 
from, is supposed unique. 

We meet with considerable difficulty in describing the later 
issues of this stamp, from the numerous varieties met with. Hop. 
ing to be able to obtain some information, we proceeded to interview 
the proprietor of the concern; but as he aerny informed us 
that there had never been but one stamp of each value engraved, 
and that these were only pew in green and red, except some 
that were printed off in gold on fancy colored paper for collectors 
only, and would not be received for postage; but as we knew this 
statement to be totally incorrect, we compile this article from the 
specimen in our own collection, and from a large number that 
were kindly lent us by Mr. Coster, who fortunately had the stamps 
on the original letters, thus enabling us to give the date when each 
variety was in circulation; and we have since tested this by other 
dated stamps, and always found them correspond. 

1857-60. Boyp’s CITY EXPRESS POST, ONE CENT, eagle in oval, 
altered from same date 2 cent stamp. Black impression on 
green glazed paper. 
~ 1860-70. Altered from same date 2 cent stamp; variety reading 
1 cent. Black impression on pale blue glazed paper. 

1870. Different engraved, no period after cent. Black impres- 
sion on blue engraved paper. 

1848-50. BOYD'S CIYY EXPRESS POST 2 CENTS in oval band, eagle 
in centre on globe. Globe slanting, thin narrow figure 2, black 
impression on green glazed paper. 

1851-2. Same as last, but inside oval line much heavier; figure 
2 better shaped. Black impression on green glazed paper. 

1853. Same as last with i after cents. Black impression 
on green glazed paper. Gold impression, glazed paper, white. 

1854-5. Similar to last, but eagle’s wings ifferent, and 
globe upright, broad figure 2. Black im. on green glazed paper. 

1856. Similar to last, but eagle’s right wing does not touch the 
side; broad white line inside. Black impression on green paper. 

1857. Same as last. Black impression on vermillion glazed 
paper, and colored impression on white paper, red: 

857-60. Part of eagle’s wing covered by oval; large-headed 
ure 2. Black upon green glazed paper. 

1860-70. Similar to last, eagle’s right wing curved against side 
of oval. Black impression, glazed paper, vermillion. Gold im- 
pression on glazed paper, green, crimson.

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Newly Issued Stamps. . 

Unirep States.—At length we are enabled to lay before our 
readers a complete list of the new issue of Stamped Envelopes, for 
our own Country, and are happy to add that there is every 
likelihood of them having a longer lease of Currency than any of 
their preceeding ones. 

To make this list complete we shall repeat some information 
that has already appeared in these pages. 

The design of the stamps, consists of different profiles, to left in 
oval frames inscribed U. s. PostaGE above, and the value below 
in colored letters,with value in numerals,in white, at sides in differ— 
ent shaped spaces. ‘The values, colors, profiles, and shaped spaces 
for the numerals are as follows :— 

1 cent, blue Franklin, Numerals at sides in ovals. 

2 cents, brown, Jackson, ‘** ‘* ‘* ‘** circle. 

3 ‘* green, Washington,‘‘ “ “*

These are beautifully embossed on envelopes, made in the best 
possible manner, of the following colored papers: white, lemon, 
salmon, orange, and Manilla forthe wrapper. We give adiagram 
of the sizes on another page, to which the letters on this list 
refer. The colors are those of the paper from which the envelope 
is made.

As envelopes for the use of the public, they are faultless; but 
we wish, for the benefit of collectors, that the government 
would print the one cent on a white envelope, so that ama- 
teurs could have one complete set on one colored paper. 

The above list is from an official source, and notes every variety 
that was provided for by the contract; but it is possible that other 
sizes and papers may be added, not forgetting the 7 cent at the 
close of the war.

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The Old English Newspaper Stamp. 

The old newspaper stamp, abolished on Friday, September 30, 
had an existence of 158 years. In the year1712 Queen Anne sent a 
message to the House of Commons complaining of the publication 
of seditious papers and factious ramours, by which means design- 
ing men had been able to sink credit, and the innocent had su ffer- 
ed. On the 12th ofFebruary in that year a committee of the House 
was appointed to consider the best means for stopping the then 
existing abuse of the liberty of the press. The evil referred to had 
existence in the political er of the period. A tax upon 
the press was suggested as the best means of remedying the evil, 
and for the purpose of avoiding a storm of opposition the impost 
was tacked on to a Bill for taxing soaps, parchment, linens, silks, 
calicoes, &c. The result of the tax was the discontinuance of many 
of the favourite papers of the period, and the amalgamation of 
others into one publication. The Act passed in June, 1712, came 
into operation in the month of August following, and continued for 
32 years. The stamp was red, and the design consisted of the rose, 
shamrock, and thistle, surmounted with acrown. In the Spectator 
of June 10, 1712, Addison makes reference to this subject, and 
predicts great mortality among “‘ our weekly historians.’’ He also 
mentions that a facetious friend had described the said mortality as 
“ the fall of the leaf.” The witty Dean Swift, in his Jowrnai lo 
Stella, under date of August 7, speaks of Grub-street as being 
dead and gone. According to his report the new stamps had 
made sad havoc with the Odservator, the Flying lost, the Hrami- 
ner, and the Medley. Twelve years afterwards—namely in 1724— 
the Honse of Commons had under consideration the practices of cer- 
tain printers, who had evaded the operation of the Stamp Act by 

rinting the news upon paper between the two sizes mentioned by 
the law and entering them as pamphlets, on which the duty to be 
paid was 3s. for each edition. Its deliberations culminated in 
a resolution to charge 1d, for every sheet of paper ‘‘on which any 
journal, mercury, or any other newspaper whatever shall be print- 
ed, and for every half-sheet thereof the sum of one halfpenny 
sterling.” In 1761 the stamp duty upon newspapers was made 1d.. 
or 41. 1s. 8d. for 1,000 sheets. The next change inthe stamp duty 
was effected on the 28th of May, 1776, when Lord North advanced 
the price from 1d. to1$d. Another alterration was made on the 
12th of August, 1789. On this occasion the stamp was increased 
from 14d. to 2d. Iu 1794 the stamp went up to 24d., and in May, 
1794, to 34d. The highest rate of the stamp was obtained in 1815, 


when the amount was 4d. After this date a period of decline 
ensued. In the reign of WilliamIV. an Act was passed for the 
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reduction of stamp duty upon newspapers from 4d. to 1d., and 4d. 
upon any supplement. This Act came into operation on the 15th 
ot September, 1836, from which date the rise of the cheap paper 
era may be dated. The next improvment occured in 1855, when 
the compulsory use of the stamp was abolished, save and except 
as a means of passing the paper through the post. During the 
last session we had the latest touch of Stamp Act legislation, when 
it was decided to determine the operation of the old Act, and to 
inaugurate anew order of things more in accordance with the 
liberal spirit of the age.— Rock.

Notes on the Proofs and Essays of Great 
Britian. 


BY THE AUTHOR OF ‘THE POSTAGE STAMPS OF BRITISH GUIANA. 

The recent tenpenny, two shilling, and five shilling, were sent 
out marked SPECIMEN, On a printed circular, dated June, 1867, 
addressed, “ Zo Postmasters who obliterate stamps,’ thus clearly 
showing the idea and use of the obliteration by the authorities. 

Of the present stamps in use, threepenny, fourpenny, sixpenny, 
ninepenny, and one shilling, large letters in the angles, we have 
never met with specimens ; probably none were ever issued, as the 
postmasters were thoroughly well-acquainted with their appear- 
ance, and no need existed to distribute a tresh series, merely on 
account of the alteration in the size of the lettering. 

Among envelopes thus obliterated, despite all our inquiries, we 
never met with a Mulready on which we felt we could rely. Once 
in Paris, acopy with spEcIMEN in black lettering was shown us; 
but all the earliest stamped envelopes we know of thus marked 
were lettered in red, and though we do not deny that Mulreadys 
marked SPECIMEN may exist, we have yet to ascertain the fact. 

Copies or the envelope and cover of January 7th, 1841, one- 
yenny oval, rose, without date, may be obtained occasionally. 
rhey are lettered SPECIMEN in very large red letters. This cover, 
by the way, is very rare ; it is struck on a half-sheet of white let- 
ter-paper, with three silk threads in the substance thereof, and 
the impression is ’so placed as to permit the paper to be folded in 
two, to form a sheet of note, which being doubled in three for the 
post. leaves the stamp at the right upper-corner of the letter. 

In May, 1859, the threepenny envelope was issued ona small 
sheet of thick plain white re ;the stamp was dated 27, 5, 59, 
obliterated sprEcIMEN, and the legend is: ‘‘Hmbossed postage- 
stamp, to be struck upon papar and envelopes.” 
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Similarly the fourpence dated 8, 12, 55; the sixpenny, dated 5, 
12,55, and the one shilling dated 7, 12, 55, were all three issued. 
marked SPECIMEN, on a sheet of thick cream-laid paper, with a 
legend similar to that of the threepenny, and dated November 26, 
1855. 

We have alsoa copy of the fourpenny, cut round, on blue-wove 
paper, marked SPECIMEN, dated 5, 3, 58. This was in the De 
Saulcy collection. The foregoing, we believe, disposes of all stamps 
and envelopes actually issued and marked sPECIMEN. 

We nowcome to proofs of stamps issued, but not so marked. 
These as may be expected are few in number, and of considerable 
variety. 

In 1863, a trial sheet ot the one penny, letters inthe four angles 
was printed off, an example from which we have. It is finely 

wrinted in very red carmine, and lettered a A A A in the four angles. 

here is nothing to distinguish it as a proof, and except from the 
source from which it came into our oullaisien, we should hardly 
have supposed it to be such. 

In 1866, at the instance of Mr. Pearson Hill, Under-Secretary of 
of the General Post office, and son of Sir Rowland Hill, examples 
were struck for the Paris exhibition of most of the current stamps 
of Great Britain. These were taken with great care, and form 
beautiful specimens of the dies. 

There were sheets of the one penny, letters in all four angles, 
struck in carmine and black, and of the twopence in blue. These 
were printed on a thickish cartridge paper, and are of course un- 
perforated, Also examples, 6n the usual paper, were struck off, 
of the threepenny, sixpenny, and one shilling, watermarked with 
the heraldic flowers ; and of the fourpenny, with the garter ; the 
series being that with small letters in the angles. These were 

ummed, but not perforated, and are therefore readily recogmiza - 
Ble. Being created for the purposes of the exhibition, and to 
show the engraving, they are remarkable for their beauty and 
finish.— 70 be Continued.

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The English Envelopes. 

So much has been written lately, pro and con, respecting 
absurdities in stamp-collecting, as evidencedin the varieties of paper 
and denticulation, that it does seem very remarkable to us, that 
the luminous writers, of the invectives alluded to above, should 
have failed to notice an existent, and well-established foolishness, 
one which, whilst its claims to acknowledgment, mainly, depend 
on paper, would never find favor were it not that the color of the 
same afforded a ready and a pleasing facial difference. 

Some reader of ordinary ability may imagine we are alluding to 
those extremly pretty and highly interesting series of labels not 
unlike the tops off reels of cotton or labels from off packets of 
needles, which those men of taste, Hamer, Brantz, and Scheerenbeck, 
have caused to be made. Those of Scheerenhbeck’sare abomina- 
tions, whilst the amalgamation (or otherwise) of color on those of 
W. Krantz will almost act asa gentle emetic. The colors of the 
foolishness we are now alluding to are really of beauty, yet the 
collection and acknowledgment of them, whilst denying authentic, 
and, in fact, nearly all varieties of watermark, is simply ridiculous. 

Perhaps some intellect above the common run, seeing that we 
are not alluding tothe unwholesame locals for Hamburg, may 
have divined that itis the English stamps of the envelope set to 
which we are alluding. The collection of envelope stamps of the 
different countries of Europe, may be made pleasant, by the fact of 
the different series which are distinguished by the position of the 
envelope inscription, not owing the possibility of their distinction 
to the inscription alone, but to striking differences of color, proving 
that the alterations were the result of design, and extended through 
a whole series. 

With English stamps the caée is altered. We believe they may be 
impressed on any tinted paper, provided sufficient stock is ordered 
by the purchaser. Again, the combination of two values on a paper 
-is quite at the option of the purchaser, who may twist and torture 
the various stamps into all values to suit collectors. We see the 
set of 1p., 2p., - 4p., 6p., and 1sh., are advertized in white, blue, 
yellow, rose and lilac-tinted paper. The set on white and blue, are 
offered at four shillings each set, those of the other three papers at 
seven shillings each set, entailing an outlay of nearly thirty shil- 
lings for varieties of paper which have no significance at all, being 
simply made to the order of the dealer who sells them. 

These simple values are expensive, but we next have eight com- 

und envelopes in sets, on five different tinted papers uniform with 

eabove mentioned, which are offered at nine s illings each set. 


Of course, every one should have a set of English envelopes. single 
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and compound, but not upon papers tinted every shade of the rain- 
bow,—there would be noend to them. We think most of our 
readers will see and acknowledge the absurdity of this.

A Short History of the United States Post 
Office, 


With a description of its various issues of Stamps, 
BY COSMOPOLITAN. 


To the casual observer, the title of this‘ article might prove a 
sign-board of warning not to enquire within; but we feel assured 
that notwithstanding the seeming dryness of the paper, the true 
philatelist, one who desires every information, will find in it plea- 
sure and profit, and mayhap something new. The intention of the 
article is to give, first a short summary of the various workings of 
the department since its organization, some statistics, and a list of 
the gentlemen who have controlled and guided this vast machine. 
It is then proposed to give a correct account and history of every 
stamp and stamped envelope ever issued by the post office autho- 
rities, and we think we can describe a few varieties hitherto 
unknown to philatelists. Although not rightly belonging to a 
history of United States stamps, we shall next take up the 
United States locals and provisionals, the Confederate stamps, and 
give a description of many U. States essays. This latter. branch of 

hilately has been increasing in popularity the past year, and it is 

elieved, new impetus will be given to the collection of these 

beautiful objects of the engraver’s art. , Having unusual facilities 

for procuring essays, the list will be made as complete as possible. 

In the English colonies, which subsequently became the United 

States, a postal system was inaugurated as early as 1692; but 

owing to the spareness of the population, it was not fully organ- 

ized till 1710. By an act of parliament of that year, the Post- 

master General of the colonies was ‘‘ to keep his chief letter office 

* in New York, and other chief offices at some convenient place or 
laces, in other of Her Majesty's provinces and colonies of Amer- 

ica.”’ Therevenues derived, were for some years very small, not 

paying a moiety of the expense. In 1753, Benjamin Franklin was 
appointed Postmaster General for the colonies, and was guarran- 

teed the sum of £600 per annum as salary for himself and assist- 

ants. He brought his well-known executive ability to the work of 
remodelling and extending the operations of the office, and ina 
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few years largely increased its revenues. He surprised the people 
of the colonies in 1760, by proposing to run a stage mail wagon, 
from Philadelphia to Boston twice a week, starting from each city 
on Monday morning, and reaching its destination by Saturday 
night. ‘This scheme was looked upon as absurd, and much oppo- 
sition was made to it; doubtless by the ancestors of those of the 
present generation, who opposed the lighting of streets by gas, 
steam transportation and the electric telegraph. In 1774, while in 
England, Franklin was renmroved from office by the British govern- 
ment, in consequence of his exposure of the double dealing of 
Governor Hutchinson of Massachusetts, and his adherence to the 
cause of the colonies. In 1789, the United States constitution 
conferred upon Congress the exclusive control of postal matters for 
all the states; and Congress proceeded immediately upon the adopt- 
ion of the constitution, to organize the post office department, and 
to pass the necessary laws for the protection of the mails, ete. 
In 1790, there were but 75 post offices in the country. and the whole 
amount of postage received was $37,935, yielding a net revenue of 
$5,895 to the government. In, 1800, the number of offices had in- 
creased to 103.-—Tbo he continued.

Notes on the Proofs and Essays of Great 
Britain. 
BY THE AUTHOR OF “THE POSTAGE STAMPS OF BRITISH GUIANA.” 
Continued from page 88. 

There also exists a proof in carmine, on thin white unwatermark- 
ed paper, of the threepenny stamp, large letters in the four angles. 
The copy we describe from, has the lettering 1 R RI, and the plate 
No. 4, which appears to have been the earliest used for this value 
and variety, 

In concluding this section, we advert, though somewhat out of 
place, to the vy. R.. which. notwithstanding the many careless 
counter-assertions, never wasinissue. The Philatelist, April, 1868 
speaks of postmarked copies. So may postmarked ee OF of the 
proofs of the one penny, angle effaced, be found, and therefore 
that does not help the argument. The stamp was approved, pre- 

ared, and printed for use. At the last moment, and before issue, 
it was stopped, and the sheets were mostly destroyed. Several 
copies, however, the writer has seen at the general post-office, 
effaced in the sheet by a very thick black postmark, formed of con- 
centric circular rings, broarder then the similar postmark used in 
the Mauritius ; these completely effaced the stamp, and no doubt 
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were applied to prevent its being used for the post. Remembering 
that no English stamp once issued has ever been recalled: that 
a penny black queen’s head is avilable for postage to-day, and 
would be obliterated by the defacing stamps now in use; and 
that the postmasters would hard] detect the difference between 


one penny black, and av. R., nothing appears easier than to get 
av. R. obliterated by a genuine postmark, and to make it serve in 
the post, if one were disposed to sacrifice such a valuable stamp. 


Il.—Official progfs of stamps and envelopes in different colors 
to those finally adopted. In this division we propose to treat of 
those impressions which proceed from official dies in their complete 
state, but are struck off in different colors and shades, whether for 
the purposes of selection, or otherwise. We purposely exclude all 
impressions from dies of those stamps or envelopes: which never 
were actually in circulation. 

There seems to have been considerable hesitation and doubt be- 
fore fixing on black as the original color for the first penny stamp 
issued, and after the twopenny Mulready envelope had been in use 
in blue for some time, even then the penny stamp was struck off in 
blue on paper watermarked with the small crown. The tint of 
blue was somewhat dull. After consideration, it was resolved to 
adhere to blue asa standard for the twopenny value, and black for 
the one penny, though this latter did not long continue, owing to 
the — found in properly obliterating, and it was superseded 
by red. 

 Keusedingly our first proof under this head is of stamps, die 
of 1840. 

One penny, blue, 77. small crown, complete impression. 

This is of extreme rarity, as but one sheet was ever printed, and 
that by the authorities at the post-office. 


Next there are proofs of the sixpenny of 1856, without letters in 
the angles. This stamp was produced by Messrs. De La Rue & 
Co., and the proofs of the die were struck onthick cartridge un- 
watermarked paper. They are all obliterated by a black circular 
postmark, dated 2, 4, 56, beneath a crown, and with the name 
HELMs (which is all that is legible) within the circumference. 

Sixpenny, green, of two shades. 

Of the same issue there exist proofs of the die of the one shilling, 
in various colors. They appearto have’been taken before the die 
was quite completed,‘as little white spots are found in the angles, 
showing where it was fixed in the engraving.
